Top public housing chief 
Crawford fired by Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford has fired H. R. Crawford, the 
government's top public housing offi- 
cial who is under Justice Department 
investigation for possible conflict of 
interest, it was, announced Wednes- 
day.

Crawford'himself, after conferring 


with his attorney, said he had In- 
formed HUD officials previously that 
he planned to leave in April'and sub- 
sequently decided to quit even earlier. 


"The questions HUD has, raised con- 


cern communications by me to 


persons outside HUD looking toward 
my possible, future professional asso- 
ciations," Crawford said. ,"! have 
been advised that HUD .has referred 
the matter to the Department of Jus- 
tice and as long as it is pending there, 
I will not comment further." 


Crawford; winner of several awards 


for his'Work in public housing, was 
named to the job by President Nixon 
in March, 1973. This came at a time 
of irregularities in, federal housing 
projects which prompted Nixon to call 
the government "the nation's biggest 
slumlord." 


HUD said Crawford has "made sub- 


stantial contributions toward improv- 
ing housing for low and moderate in- 
come families." 


Crawford, 37, is a native of Winston- 


Salem, N. C., and has lived in the na- 
tion's capital for the past 25 years. He 
holds degrees from Howard Univer- 
sity and American University, and 
taught at Howard for a time.

X-rays," said the Rev Richard Lund- 
berg, rector of St. Simon, 717 Kir- 
choff Hd 


HOWEVER, Rev Lundberg is quick 


to assure that such astounding in- 
cidents have occurred within the 
church, although they are definitely 
the exception and not the rule. 


The service at St Simon is a 9-30 


a m communion service with the ad- 
dition of the laying on of hands and 
unction. Rev. Lundberg said it is the 
same service used in visitations to 
hospital sickbeds. 


"The laying on of hands is a very 


humane practice," he said "The 
physical contact is very important. It 
is communication." 


The healing service is not new to St. 


Simon It's been part of the regular 
schedule for more than 10 years, and 
Rev Lundberg included it as part of 
the activltes of his previous parish 


He said the action is "very sacri- 


mental" and the church has always 
Incorporated "the real world and real 
things" into its ministry. 


WHILE HEALING is commonly 


thought of in terms of physical needs, 
the service, Rev. Lundberg said, often 
aids spiritually and emotionally. 


"It is often family relationships — 


problems with the younger members 
— that brings people into the healing 
service," he said 


"The service often changes the situ- 


ation in two ways," he said "It can 
change through prayer and it can 
change through new insighU and new 
ways of coping " 


Rev. Lundberg related the story of 


a family with a daughter who was in- 
volved in a bad relationship and "go- 
Ing through some bad personality 
changes." 


The family attended a healing ser- 


vice at an Episcopal church in Kenil- 
worth and upon returning home, 


learned their daughter had ended the 
relationship 


THAT, HE SAID, was one example 


of the service providing healing and 
making something whole again 


But he does have reminders of 


physical healings. 


"I have seen where the bbnd have 


been resighted. I have two stoles 
made by a resighted woman from the 
Cathedral of St John the Divine in 
New York," he said. 


He said the woman's sight was re- 


stored within 20 minutes after she 
went through the service, a service 
reluctantly performed by the curate 
of the Cathedral. 


A certain cynicism must be brought 


along with the cures, he cautioned. 


"I would have to be somewhat cy- 


nical when someone never has a fail- 
ure — where everyone throws away 
their crutches," he said. 


"IT HAS TO BE taken within the 


context of the whole church. It is just 
one part of what it all means But it 
has been a part of the church since 
the very beginning," Rev. Lundberg 
said 


Attendance at the Wednesday morn- 


ing services vanes. The average con- 
gregation numbers about 10 but it 
sometimes is larger. 


"We ask for prayers on behalf of 


others Sometimes many people will 
come if a member of the altar guild, 
for example, is ill," Rev. Lundberg 
said

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Civil Defense chief criticizes 
officials 


Interest wanes on disaster plan 


by BILL HILL 


Arlington Heights officials have re- 


sponded negatively to a plea for the 
village to develop an accredited Civil 
Defense program. 


In a meeting with administrative of- 


ficials last week, Jack Sayles, head of 
the village's Civil Defense volunteers, 
asked the village to provide funding to 
repair the organization's radio and 
teletype systems and establish a com- 
plete disaster preparedness plan. 


The Arlington Heights Civil Defense 


group lost its state accreditation a 
year ago, primarily because the vil- 
lage refused to develop a disaster 
plan that would meet state standards. 


"THEIR ATTITUDE was that (Vil- 


lage Mgr. L A.) Hanson has it all in 
his hip pocket," Sayles said. "What 
happens if he's not there? We need a 
set of plans for someone to go to 


"They said, 'All the plans in the 


world do no good when a disaster hap- 
pens.' " Sayles charged 


The meeting was attended by Han- 


son, Assistant Village Mgr. Frank 
Charlton, Administrative 
Assistant 


George Winand, Police Capt. Maurice 
English, and Ralph Strum and Sayles 
from the Civil,Defense. 


Winand said the village does have a 


disaster plan that includes call-up 
lists of heavy equipment owners, 
snowmobile owners, physicians, hospi- 
tals and medical laboratories. • 


"We do not'have a written proce- 


dural plan for every contingency, but 
any disaster plan need to be looked at 
and improved. That's what we're 
doing now," Weinand said. 


JOHN FACIA, mutual aid regional 


coordinator for the state's Emergency 
Services Disaster Agency (formerly 
called civil defense), agrees with Say- 
les that call-up lists are not sufficient 
in times of emergencies. 


"You have to be able to coordinate 


your resources," Facia said. "Pro- 
vided nothing happens, it's not needed 
at all Gut it's like an insurance pol- 
icy, because if a tornado goes through 
three towns, your mutual aid pacts go 
right out the window." 


Arlington Heights stoppped showing 


a strong interest in the civil defense 
piogram about three years ago, he 
said. "It's unusual for an organiza- 
tion to crumble like the one in Arling- 
ton Heights did. Usually they go from 
non-activ'e to dormant. They had a 
strong program four years ago and 
today they have nothing," Facia said. 


The village now only has a small 


escrow account to cover incidental 
civil defense expenses. Because fund- 
ing almost completely has stopped, 
the organization's weather and radio 
equipment have deteriorated, Sayles 
said 


"IT'S ANTIQUE JUNK brought in 


largely through personal resources,

and we're tired of spending our own 
money to keep this stuff running. In 
the last month we've had three calls 
from public works and two from the 
fire department asking us to repair 
their weather machines, but now we 
just tell them we have no funds to fix 
them," Sayles said. 


He also suggested a tornado spot- 


ters network be established. Now, in a 
threat of a tornado, volunteers from 
the Civil Defense radio group go to 
the top floor of Northwest Community * 
Hospital to watch for funnel clouds 


"We get who'ever we can But the 


village shouldn't rely on volunteers 
In EllUJrove Village they use the fire 
department personnel as tornado spot- 
ters,." Sayles said. 


Sayles' request for a professional 


weather watch operation is considered 
too expensive, Weinand said A net- 
work of four teletype machines was 
suggested at a cost of a monthly $65 
rental or a $1,000 purchase for each 
machine. 


HE SAID THE public works depart- 


ment is now working on less ex- 
pensive alternatives 


Sayles' main complaint is practice 


sessions are not being held to prepare 
for possible disasters 


"The police and fire departments 


are equipped to cope with fires, pa- 
rades and overturned trucks, but cer- 
tain things can overpower village re- 
sources," Sayles said. "If a major 
disaster hits, who's going to be in 
charge of volunteers from other vil- 


lages? Practice is what ties it all to- 
gether " 


But other villages will no longer 


practice disaster preparedness with 
the Arlington Heights Civil Devense 
group Because Arlington Heights is 
unaccredited, it is not covered by the 
state civil defense's insurance policy 


"THE VILLAGE'S position is that 


they prefer professional trained as- 
sistants. That's a reasonable position; 
however, when you get overwhelmed 
you need all the volunteers you can 
get, and you'd better have some of 
them trained Professionals need ex- 
perience in major area-wide dis- 
asters, too," Sayles said 


Charlton said the village is strug- 


gling with the, question of what priori- 
ty to assign to the 'local civil defense 
agency 


"Daily priority tasks tend to under- 


mine practice sessions, which are 
good and we should have them," 
Charlton i>aid. "What is really needed 
is an areawide program so we can 
coordinate assistance from outside the 
village. -If we have a disaster, our 
greatest-resources will be from other 
towns. Ours will be diminished." 


Village officials, including Village 


Pres. James T Ryan, have promised 
to meet with Sayles again within 
three weeks 


•' Sayles said he will take his requests 
to upgrade the civil defense program 
to the village board1 if he is not satis- 
fied with decisions made at that meet- 
ing 
.

Heights' master plan. Last June, how- 


ever, tyie 7th Circuit U S. Court of Ap- 
peals ruled that the village's refusal 
to rezone the property was "racially 
discriminatory." 


THE APPELLATE Court's decision 


agreed that village trustees were not 
motivated by race discrimination, but 
two of the three judges on the panel 
said failure to approve the Lincoln 
Green project would have the effect of 
continuing housing segregation In the 
Chicago area. 


Seigel Monday said that the vil- 


lage will continue to argue that the 
Viator case is a matter of zoning and 
does not involve discrimination. 


"It's purely a zoning decision, based 


on the fact that the property is lo- 
cated in the middle of a residential 
neighborhood. There are no civil 
rights questions involved," 
Siegel 


said.

Boerwinkle examines Chicago Bulls' problems 


"We've always hud controversy .. . 


we thrived on It. Before, controversy 
was making us win. Now it's making 
us lose. I think it's a convenient thing 
for everybody . . . they're looking for 
outs as to why we're having such a 
bad year."' Tom Boerwinkle, Chicago 
Bulls.

Take a team that won 72 per cent of 


its gamea last year, nearly took the 
NBA title and has made the playoffs 
every year since 1970. Let the team 
start the new season with virtually 
the same personnel and win only 13 of 
44 starts. -Put it all together and you 
have the Chicago Bulls — and trouble. 


Tom Boerwinkle, the Butts' 6-foot-ll 


center has seen trouble before during 
his eight years as a Bull. The team 
earned a reputation for hustling and 
being scrappy, rowdy, and even dirty, 
some said. But through it all the Bulls 
still managed to do one thing well — 
win. 


The controversy is still there, but 


the winning is not. And Boerwinkle, 
like just about everybody else, is

Arlington Heights, and he talked 
with 
The Herald's Bob Gallas 


about the Bulls' problems. 


Boerwinkle, who has played longest 


for Chicago outside of Jerry Sloan, 
hag his own opinion on why the Bulls 
returned to the court this season as 
only a shadow of their former self. 
Sure Chet Walker retired and Jerry 
Sloan played sub par all year due to a 
bad knee, a knee that has now put 
him out for the rest of the season. But 
even without those factors, Boer- 
winkle makes you wonder if the Bulls 
ever had a chance this year. 


Schaefer stole show 


Germany Schaefer, one of the- most 


colorful baseball players of the early 
20th century, was responsible for a 
change in the game's rules. Schaefer 
was playing for the Washington Sena- 
tors one afternoon when he drew.a 
walk and promptly stole second. On 
the next pitch, Schaefer ran back to 
first base, causing the pitcher to balk 
and sending a runner home from 
third. Schaefer then stole second base 
again. Shortly afterwards, a rule was 
instituted prohibiting a player from 
making a travesty of the game — 
which may not have stopped Herman 
"Germany" Schaefer. 


"I still think, and I know most, of 


the players don't agree with me, but 
we were conditioned because we were 
a very old ball club by NBA standards 
. . . that if we didn't win it last year, 
it was our last chance because we 
were too old I honestly thought there 
would be at least six new ballplayers 
when we went to training camp this 
year. Everybody kept waiting (in the 
offseason) for the phone to ring, and 
it never rang," Boerwinkle said in a 
visit this week to Arlington Heights. 


"I'm not saying it was a wrong de- 


cision. I'm just saying I was sur- 
prised," he added. 


Boerwinkle doesn't buy the idea 


that the controversy swirling around 
the Bulls over coach Dick Motta, ear- 
ly season problems with management 
in training camp, Bob Love's contract 
problems and Walker's suit against 
the Bulls are the reasons for the 
.team's poor performance on the 
court. He says two key elements of 
the once devastating Bull attack are 
missing. 


"You just don't replace a Chet 


Walker, I don't care who you put In 


the lineup," siad Boerwinkle. Nobody 
in the world could replace Chet. With- 
out Chet, without Jerry (Sloan) I 
think we tended to change our whole 
idea of the game." 


The Bulls lost natural leaders m 


Sloan and Walker, leaders that will be 
hard to replace, according to Boer- 
winkle. "Chet was a great leader," 
he said. We used to be in so 
many tight ballgames. We'd get the 
ball to Chet in the last two minutes, 
and we were guaranteed either two 
points or else he'd be on the free 
throw Jine," said Boerwinkle. 


"Chet was incredible, the smartest 


basketball player I've ever been asso- 
ciated with. Jerry is a leader by ex- 
ample, but he just has not played ef- 
fectively all year on his leg. He tried 
He has the heart of a lion, but just 
couldn't play on one leg," said Boer- 
winkle. 


On coach Dick Motta, Boerwinkle 


said, "When he (Motta) came here 
this was a struggling franchise He 
made it one of the best in the NBA. I 
know it's not my position to say who 
coaches, but a guy has a bad half of a 


season and they want him gone. It 
just seems cold." 


Boerwinkle doesn't see his role 


changing too much as the Bolls go 
with younger lineup more and more. 
And he doesn't count his team out of 
the playoffs since even with their hor- 
rendous record, the Bulk are only 
five games out of their division lead. 


"I always felt that my role with the 


Bulls was not to score It's to just get 
the ball to the open man, play defense 
and rebound I think if I try to score 
too much, it tends to mess other 
things up," he said. 


"Now I'm trying to favor going to 


younger players to give them con- 
fidence. By getting them their shots, I 
make them realize what the offense 
can do for them " 


"I dqn't think it will take anything 


moe 
more than one sustained winning 
streak to take the division, maybe 
winning 12 out of 15 games," Boer- 
winkle said "But you can't count on 
everyone in the division playing as 
badly as they have been " 


Maybe not even the Bulls.

What Gummerson is building is

most energetic and oftentimes 
most courageous trustees, Alice 
Harms, has resigned, and a 
search is under way to name a 
successor 


Mrs. Harms was a valuable 


public official because of her 
candor and doggedness. The 
people of Arlington Heights de- 
serve no less than a replacement 
with those same qualities. 


It is the village's loss that 


Mrs. Harms decided she could 
no longer serve on the board, 
but we urge her to remain in- 
volved in local affairs, for her 
kind of participation too often is 
lacking in the bureaucratic oper- 
ations of local government. 


The questions Mrs. Harms has 


raised — regarding the Bears 
stadium, the feasibility of a new 
public works garage and others 
— have been important ones. 


In her letter of resignation, 


she cited differences with vil- 
lage Pres. James T. Ryan and 
Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson. She 
charged Hanson with "one-man 
rule as in Mayor Daley's Chi- 
cago" and with causing the 
resignation of several village 
employes. 


Her clash with Ryan has been 


1 o n g-running. She supported 
Ryan's village presidential oppo- 
nent last year, David Griffin, 
and also opposed several of 
Ryan's programs, specifically 
the plan to change the at-large 
representation on the village 
board to a district representa- 
tion, 


Although we believe her deci- 


sion to quit after five years of 
service was unwise, it is made, 


and' the task now is to find an 
able replacement. 


Through the years, Arlington 


Heights trustees have met be- 
hind closed doors when • dis- 
cussing appointments to com- 
missions and committees as 
well as trustee appointments. 
The names of persons inter- 
viewed were not released. 


This time and in future delib- 


erations, the door must be open 
to the public, as Ryan has 
pledged it will be. We are en- 
couraged by this pledge of open- 
ness. 


We also believe every capable 


candidate should be considered 
for appointment, for undoubt- 
edly there are dozens of persons 
who would make good public of- 
ficials. The search should not be 
confined to those who already 
have served; rather the choice 
should be made on the basis of 
individual qualifications and the 
ability of candidates to be good 
public officials. 


A proposal to hold a special 


election has some merit, but we 
believe the open selection pro- 
cess in full view of the people of 
Arlington Heights will serve a 
similar purpose. 


Feb. 4 and 5 have been set 


aside for public interviews. We 
encourage every resident with 
an interest in the Village of Ar- 
lington Heights to take part.

ations, we hope to see indepen- 
dent-thinking candidates and in- 
dependent-thinking trustees who 
will ultimately decide who will 
sit among them and represent 
the Village of Arlington Heights 
for the next 15 months.

As the Weeks pass, more and more 


paople are throwing their hats into 
the ring and declaring themselves as 
school board candidates. 


Most school district caucuses are al- 


ready in full swing, screening poten- 
tial candidates and preparing en- 
dorsements. In noncaucus districts, 
rumors are beginning to fly about so- 
and-so (no slur intended) checking out 
If anyone would support him if he de- 
cided to run. 


The onset of annual school board 


elections seems to raise two important 
questions: Who in his right mind 
would run for a seat on a board of 
education? And: What makes a per- 
son a good board candidate? 


WHY RUN at all? Serving on a 


school board is for the most part a 
thankless job. Particularly in the last 
few years, with districts wallowing In 
problems ranging from bad test 
scores to worse finances, board mem- 
ben are chastized, criticized, ridi- 
culed and damn near hung In efflgy 
by the citizenry that elected them to 
office. 


Parents complain, protest, petition. 


Teachers threaten, sit-in, walk-out. 
The Fourth Estate has an occasional 
bad word. Why, even members 
serving on the same board will take 
pot shots at each other. 


They are not paid. Their job has 


little glamor (saying "I'm a village 
trustee" or "I'm an alderman", 
sounds more glamorous). They must 
be available to the public day and 
night. And, when their district is in 
trouble, they spend many evening and 
weekend hours trying to put things 
back together again. 


Yet alter interviewing upwards of 


100 board candidates, I've found most 
are actually anxious to be elected. 


SOME PEEL It is their civic duty. 


Some want to "repay" a district for 
doing a good Job educating their chil- 
dren. Some have backgrounds in edu- 
cation1 or finances or long-range plan- 
ning and feel their expertise could 
benefit a board. 


A few view sitting on a board of 


education see it as being a good addi- 
tion to a resume. A few are seeking 
prestige or power. A few — and it is 
really more than a few — run because 
they have an axe to grind over a par- 
ticular issue, whether it be their son's 
Inability to read, a boundary change 
or the lack of a social studies course 
on the mores and folkways of Outer 
Mongolians in the Hth Century.

For the most part, though, they're 


not a bad lot and the tremendous ma- 
jority seem to have a sincere desire to 
better the quality of education for 
their children and others. 


Periodically, .when I sit at board 


meetings — which, by the way, can 
range from unbelievably duU to ex- 
tremely interesting — I think about 
what makes a good board member 
good. 
..THEY ARE GENERALLY logical, 
intelligent, open-minded (that one is 
very important), willing to listen and 
either knowledgeable about how a 
school district operates or eager to 
lean. 


Every year I am surprised by the 


number of candidates who rise up out 
of the dust, have never attended a 
school board meeting in their life and 
haven't figured out whether the super- 
intendent is-elected or appointed. A 
few of these people eventually get 
elected and spend their first year 
being led around by the hand. 


At the same time, you'll find a can- 


didate who has worked on a district 
citizen's committee, attended a few 
meetings and ,when asked bow many 
people sit on a board of education, 
know the answer. (It's seven.) 


State law requires a candidate to be 


18 years old, a one-year resident 
of the district and a registered voter. 
Once elected these people approve 
imiltimiUkm dollar budgets, hire cor- 
porate-salaried administrators, make 
decisions on curriculums, whether a 
student is expelled or remains in 
school, where boundaries lie, whether 
schools should be built or abandoned 
and whether taxes will go up or down. 


There's more to running a school 


district than attending a, Tuesday 
night meeting. Think about it when 
your next-door neighbor asks you to 
sign his nominating petition. Think 
about it again April 10, when you go 
out and vote.

Ask Andy 
Aquarids—a stargazer's delight 


Andy sends a 20-volume set of the 


Merit Students Encyclopedia to Dena 
Harrington. 14, of Tulsa, Okla., for 
her question; 


WHAT ARE AQUARIDS? 


No. they are not little creatures who 


feel at home In a watery aquarium, 
though in a roundabout way their 
name is related to the word water. 
Actually they are specks of dust out 
there in the heavens. Once each year 
they shed a small shower of meteors 
in our sky. And the Aquarids seem to 
fall down from the starry con- 
stellation called Aquarius, the Water • 
Carrier. 


The story of the Aquarids is for 


stargazers, and it goes back at least 
2,000 years. It is related to Halley's 
razzle-dazzle comet, which appears in 
our skies at intervals of about 77 
years. Its return visits have been 
recorded on schedule, way back to the 
year 240 B.C. 


Its orbit was computed in the 1600s 


by William Malley, who predicted that 
It would reappear in the year 175D. So 
It did. though Halley did not live to 
see it. We know now that it travels a 
long narrow orbit. One end loops 
around beyond the orbit of Neptune.

The opposite end makes a U-turn 
around the sun. 


As it nears the sun it lights up, and 


the solar wind adds a long golden tail. 
Some of this fine comet dust is left 
behind us as the comet whizzes on its 
way. The comet may change to cut 
directly across a point along the 
earth's orbit, leaving dusty fragments 
that may stay there for ages. When 
the orbiting earth reaches this point, 
we get a shower of mini meteors. 


Actually we run into Halley's dust 


twice each year. And since the celes- 
tial traffic is very precise, this hap- 
pens on certain dates in certain parts 
of the sky. On May 4, if the starry sky 
' is very clear and free from smog, we 
may see a small meteor shower near 
the constellation Aquarius. These are 
called the Aquarids. Around Nov. 20, 
we get a larger meteor shower from' 
the region of Orion. These are the Ori- 
nids. 


Both the Aquarids and the Orinids 


come from dusty debris left behind by 
Halley's comet. When they collide 
with the orbiting earth, the little 
specks light up as they fall through 
the atmosphere. They burn to ashes 
high above the earth. But gradually 


the ashes seep down — and of all 
things, these wisps from a comet's 
tail are added to the weight of the 
world. 


Andy sends a 7-volume set of the 


Chronicles of Narnia to Kathcrlne 
Bradbury, 11, of Scottsdale, Ariz., for 
her question: 


DOES HIBERNATION HURT ANI- 
MALS? 


So far as we know, when an animal 


sinks into the deep sleep of hiberna- 
tion he doesn't feel a thing. Actually 
he's in a sort of coma', unaware of 
everything around him and anything 
that might happen to him. His pulse, 
breathing and other body processes 
slow down to almost a stop. Nature 
intended him to stay that way until 
the first warm days of spring. But if 
he is taken into a warm room, he may 
be aroused and wake up. 


However, sad to say, there are rea- 


sons why many animals never wake 
up from their winter hibernation. If 
their burrows are flooded they may 
drown. Some were too thin when 
they went into hibernation and with- 
out surplus fat they perish from mal- 
nutrition. But as a rule, the healthy

budget, like the county's budget, con- 
tained no cost-of-living increases for 
employes, and said only 82 of the for- 
est preserve's 769 employes will re- 
ceive any raises for additional years 
of service. 


County commissioners praised the 


budget, with Republican Carl Hansen 
saying he is concerned that many for- 
est preserve employes are not paid 
enough. 


Janura agreed, saying salaries for 


naturalists and foresters with the for- 


est preserve are not comparable to 
pay at other park services. "What 
will happen is we'll become a training 
ground," he said. 


Two major projects for the North- 


west suburbs are included in the for- 
est preserve's budget. An 18-hole golf 
course will be opened between Ela 
and Roselle roads in Palatine Town- 
ship in the spring, and work will begin 
on a lake in the Ned Brown Forest 
Preserve in Elk Grove Township. 


THE LAKE is being constructed as 


a flood-control project, but Janura 
said $600,000 in forest preserve money • 
will be used this year to ensure the 
lake will be suitable for recreation 
use. 


Earlier, in the day, commissioners 


completed questioning of officials 
from the hospital governing commis- 
sion on their budget request, which in-,, 


eludes a request to raise property 
taxes 6 5 cents per $100 assessed val- 
ue. 


During the questioning, Dr. James 


Haughton said the hospital has just 
received full federal accreditation for 
the next two years. The accreditation, 
which ensures a continued flow of .fed- 
eral funds to the hospital, was * re- 
ceived despite a doctors strike late 
last year.

C o u n t y 
commissioners 
com- 


plimented Haughton on the accredita- 
tion, but indicated they intend to cut 
the hospital's budget to avoid a tax 
increase. Comr. Charles Bonk said, 
"A little surgery may have to'be per- 
formed on this budget, Dr. Haughton, 
but we have excellent surgeons on our 
board. I'm sure it will be as well per- 
formed as anything your doctors can 
do." 


No extension for area voter signup 


Cook County Clerk Stanley Kusper 


said Wednesday voter registration for 
the March 16 primary in suburban vil- 
lage halls and township offices will 
close Friday, despite protests from 
Gov. Daniel Walker. 


Walker, in a telegram sent to Kus- 


per Tuesday, had asked the county 
clerk to order suburban voter regis- 
tration offices to stay open until Feb. 
16. the last possible day to register for 
the March 16 primary 


Kusper said he had not received the 


telegram Wednesday, but said the 
governor's request indicated confusion 
about the clerk's authority over sub- 
urban registrations. 


KUSPER SAID state law requires 


suburban village halls and township 
offices to close voter registration 45 
days before the election, meaning reg- 
istration must close Jan 30. 


Registration in the clerk's of- 


fice in the county building in down- 
town Chicago will remain open until 
Feb. 16 as allowed by law, Kusper 


said. He said his office will remain 
open on Lincoln's and Washington's 
birthdays, Feb. 12 and 16, and on Sat- 
urday, Feb 14 to accommodate per- 
sons wishing to register 


"I am most concerned with voter 


registration But as a responsible pub- 
lic official, I am also most concerned 
with obeying the laws of Illinois," 
Kusper said. "I will not be drawn into 
a controversy with the governor on a 
matter so clearly stated in Illinois 
law."

Remember to ask quest ons when 


you're In the market for a con- 
dominium unit, advises the National 
Jam. of Home Builders. 


In a booklet titled, "Condominium 


Buyers Guide," the association sug- 
geata that careful scrutiny of the con- 
dominium documents and questions 
•bout the homing developer should 
eliminate possible misundeistandings. 
Among the questions offered by the 
Duuder group are. 


What is the builder's reputation? 


Has he been in the business long? 
Does be guarantee his work? 


• How about the quality of con- 


struction?''Soundproofing and design, 
finished workmanship and a warranty 
should be considered. 


• What is Included in the basic con- 


dominium unit, and exactly where 
will your living unit be located? What 
is the size and make of the oven and 
other appliances? 


'• How wffl the recreation facilities 


be maintained and controlled? Will 
they be turned over to the .home- 
owners' association, and when? Will 
outsiders be allowed to use the facil- 
ities, and if they are charged a fee, 
who will receive the income? What 
are your financial obligations? Will 
the facilities be leased? What are the 
terms of the lease, and can it be can- 
celed? 


• When will the developer transfer 


control of tha association to home- 
owners? What happens to monthly 
fees before and after the change? 


• Who Is the managing agent — the 


company or person who actually man- 
ages tha project? What is the man- 


ager's reputation? Check the terms of 
his contract, and whether another can 
be hired. If the term of the manage-, 
ment contract is long, the fee Is large 
and the owners' association cannot 
choose another manager, beware. "A 
sweetheart" contract that does not fa- 
vor the buyer may have been signed. 
Find out how much of an owner's 
monthly assessment will be used for 
manager's fees. 
, 


• Are the common elements ade- 


quately insured? The extent and value 
of coverage should be checked. Fire, 
theft, workmen's compensation, direc- 
tor's bonds and liability coverage 
shold be checked. An individual owner 
should carry a personal insurance 
coverage for his unit and possessions 
as well as any personal liability insur- 
ance. 


• Is there a presale agreement with 


a financial institution? Such an agree- 
ment could prohibit the builder from 
closing a sale Antil a number of units, 
are sold or reserved. 


• Are there any unusual conditions 


or restrictions that you should know 
about? Can you sell the condominium 
unit without co-owner approval? Who 
owns utility systems? Can you keep a 
pet? Do you own a parking space? 
Can you rent but your unit? Can you 
remodel your kitchen? Who takes 
care of snow removal and other ser- 
vices? 


• Always ask for condominium 


documents. The master deed, by-laws, 
contracts, floor plans and other mate- 
rials should be thoroughly read. Be 
sure you understand the documents. If 
you don't understand the records, con- 
tact an attorney for advice.

Involvement is a must 
for happy condo living 


by LEA TONKIN 


Get involved, condominium homeowners. It's your best in- 


vestment in a satisfying lifestyle. 


"You're an owner. And when you're an owner, you have a right 


to control your own destiny," said Hay Fisher, president of Bay- 
brook Associates Inc. and developer of the Baybrook Park con- 
dominium development in Palatine 


Fisher's viewpoint is seconded by two other area condo experts 


and Vicki Drennon, a Baybrook Park resident. 


FISHER SAID the fledgling condo owner sometimes expects to 


settle in a worry-free community where all the maintenance chores 
and responsibilities of ownership are assumed by managers. 


"If you want worry-free living, you need to know what's going 


on," he said. 


A good working relationship among condominium owners, the 


developer and the manager can make or break a new condominium 
development. Fisher said Baybrook Park is an example of the need 
for accountability. 


Baybrook Associates acquired the development in late 1974 


from the Ben Pekin Corp , original developers. Fisher said he's not 
looking for comparison to the previous owner. The new developer's 
policy is aimed at solution of inherited problems, however. 


Poor sales and low morale among homeowners were early tar- 


gets. Although the developer cannot solve every owner's problems, 
Fisher said, "We're basically responding to things that the home- 
owners feel are important." 


FISHER LEARNED from original buyers at the development 


that homeowners were concerned about the lack of decision-making 
power, use of recreational facilities, landscaping and other issues. 
Policies were changed, landscaping was upgraded and model units 
were moved to allow greater use of the recreation center. Although 
the Baybrook Park owners dd not have full control of the project 
board of directors, they are represented by two board members. 


The condominium buyer "realizes that it's his responsibility 


jointly with you," Fisher said. Attention to small details, such as 
the installation of a gate in the fence surrounding Baybrook Park, 
can improve relationships within the development and rest of the 
community, he said. 


Monthly assessments are a bugaboo for the condo buyer who isn't 


aware of the services it covers, the developer said. Fisher urged 
buyers to check budgets for maintenance and other expenses in- 
cluded in the assessment.' 


"I'm contributing my fair share and I want them to pay their fair 


share," he said. 


Be willing to sit in on auditing committee sessions to check the 


budget preparations', Fisher said. Owners can also set the pace for 
recreational activities, landscape planning and other activities. 


ANOTHER CONCERN for buyers of new condo units is the in- 


vestment value of the home. The "loser image" can turn away new 
buyers and sour the original buyers, Fisher said. Baybrook Associ- 
ates started a limited program of rental with an option to buy as a 
means of shoring up sales. Of the 40 units rented under this pro- 
gram, 38 were sold to the tenants 


Fisher said it w*>s important to communicate the reason for this 


drastic step to the owners who bought early in the development. 
"When you're looking af a disaster, you've got to do something 
about it," he said 


Vicki Drennon and her husband, Gary, owners of a Baybrook 


Park unit, are veterans of the change in ownership. Mrs. Drennon 
has served as recreation chairman for the development since Sep- 
tember 1974. 


The homeowners are happy about landscaping improvements and 


communication with the new developer, she said, adding that buy- 
ers will have a greater voice in management when 70 per cent of 
the project units are sold. 


"When people move into condominiums they sometimes forget 


that it's not liks living in a single-family home," Mrs. Drennon said. 
"You can't satisfy everyone." 


PEOPLE WHO BUY condominium homes can't expect to move 


in and have all the pieces fall into place, said Mary Ann Wands, 
vice president of the Hmsdale-based Managers Inc., property man- 
agement firm. Managers heads the Baybrook Park Homeowners' 
Assn. 


She advises condo buyers to check in advance for the project 


documents and prelected monthly assessments. Take the increased 
cost of fuel and other expenses into consideration. 


"There is no such thing as maintenance-free living," Ms. Wands 


said. "It doesn't exist." She said buyers should be inquisitive about 
maintenance and other costs before they buy a condo unit, and they 
should continue their interest after the deal is closed. 


Once you've bought a condo unit, get involved, Ms. Wands said. 


"It's not good enough to sit around and complain." Make sure the 
management hired to run the project is qualified, then contribute 
your share in the homeowners' association. "Get into the swing of 
things," she said "The quality of life is important." 


Involvement in condo management will protect your investment, 


said Jesse Fortner, executive director of the Community Associ- 
ations Institute of Illinois. The organization's 127 area members are 
representatives of condo homeowners' groups, developers and re- 
lated professionals. 


"Once you buy <nto a condominium, the first thing you should do 


is meet with the owner association," Fortner said. "Get involved." 
Financial planning and other management topics are among the 
association's concerns, he said

mand small homes, predicted Jackson 
Goss, president and chief executive 
officer of Investors Mortgage Insur- 
ance Co., Boston.

policy will commit you to .relatively 
higher payments later plus Interest on 
the loan. Renewable term assures 
your husband's insurability later. If 
you should wish to convert to per- 
manent or cash-value, insurance later, 
the convertibility feature will permit 
changing- without a medical exam. . 


While decreasing term may provide 


slightly more coverage during early 


years, the difference between the de- 
creasing terra and annual, renewable, 
convertible term is not worth the dif- 
ference.

So, 
S&L's compete by offering related 
services — free copies of documents, 
free traveler's checks and free gifts 
twice a year instead of offering higher 
interest. 


The Statesman's Club and the Sav-

S&Ls encourage deposits and dis- 
courage withdrawals. The States- 
man's Cub offers space for members

• Check some homeowners who 


have dealt with the firm within the 
last couple of years. Any contractor 
will give you the name of past cus- 
tomers. 


• Be cautious of a contractor or 


salesman who uses "high pressure" 
tactics to induce you to sign a con- 
tract immediately without permitting 
investigation. 


• Be certain all guarantees are 


clearly included with the contract as 
well as what procedures will be fol- 
lowed. 


• Obtain more than one estimate 


for a specific job. (Confucius recom- 
mended getting three prices. Be sure 
the same "specs" are used. 


• Make certain the contractor is 


authorized to represent the manufac- 
turers' product. 


• If you have any doubts about the 


remodeling contract, contact an attor- 
ney for legal advice. 


• Before signing, require the con- 


tractor to Include in Us contract the 
fact that he will give you a con- 
tractor's statement listing all the per- 
sons who will furnish labor and mate- 
rials on your Job. Obtain the price due 
each of these individuals or firms as 
well as waivers of lien. 


• Do not sign any contract or any 


form in blank. 


• Be extremely cautious of a eon- 


tractor who offers you a "bonus" on 
every sale resulting from your Job. 
This practice I* prohibited by the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration. 


• Do not sign any completion cer- 


tificates until the work Is fully com- 
pleted. 


Lack of "up-front-money," Koso- 


buckl said, should not delay the start 
of a home improvement Job. No mon- 
ey down financing with loans up to 
$10,000 amortized over as many as 12 
years are available at institutions 
such as Lincoln Federal which has an 
office in Hoffman Estates. 


And, Kosobucki noted, a minimum 


of "paper work" Is involved for the 
homeowner to obtain 100 per cent fi- 
nancing.

arid zoning codes which determine what you can do to the house, 
and what might be built around you.

"Once you've decided on the location, the; next thing is to consid-

Among the important aspects of physical condition are these: 
• Look for a solid foundation! Cracks in the basement \yalls may

for drafts. Also, inspect the attic or'roof crawl space, if you can, for 
thickness and evenness of insulation. 


• Find out if the electrical system is up to modern standards. 


Ask how old the furnace is. Look for leaky faucets. If in doubt, call 
in an expert. 


• Check outside the house for the condition of gutters and down- 


spouts, condition of the walls, cracked sidewalks or driveways. 


"You can expect to find some signs of wear in any house, but 


don't reject a property just because of this," advises Walters. "The 
question is, does the price of repairs added to the price of the house 
still make the house worth considering?" 


If you've found a house that suits you in the community you 


prefer, the next point is financing it. Here you must consider what 
kind of down payment you can make, and what kind of monthly 
payment you can afford. 


"As a rule of thumb, you can probably afford a home priced at 


Z\is times your gross income," Walters says. "Your total monthly 
payment of principal, interest, taxes, and insurance shouldn't ex- 
ceed 25 per cent of your family's gross monthly income. Never 
extend yourself; stay within your purchasing power." 


Walters urges shoppers to be frank about their financial status 


when talking to a realtor. 


"He'll know what you can or can't afford and will save you time 


by showing you the home best suited to your needs," he said. "If 
you aren't frank with the realtor, the mortgage lender will most 
certainly catch up with you. By being frank from the outset, you'll 


• save yourself time, grief and embarrassment — and wind up with 


the home of your dreams, or the next thing to it."

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Rental market 
flourishes at 
Walden complex 


The rental market is very much alive at Walden in Schaumburg, 


a 968-unit apartment and townhome development where two models 
have just been opened for inspection. Designed for a wide range of 
residential needs, the Walden rental complex offers both family- 
sized rental townhomes and rental units for singles, young mar- 
riods and mature couples. Monthly rates range from $235 for a 
studio and start at $250 for one-bedroom apartments, $310 for two- 
bedroom apartments, and from $380 to $900 for the two, three and 
four-bedroom townhouses. 


The new models are one and two-bedroom apartments, listed at 


$265 and $365 per month respectively. The two-bedroom unit has 
two full baths, one of which is private to the master bedroom, 
which has its own compartmented dressing room. The master suite 
also has two targe closets and a fully mirrored area with vanity in 
the dressing room. 


The living room in this apartment is 17 feet by 15 feet with sliding 


glass doors opening onto two separate private balconies. There is a 
separate dining room and a completely applianced kitchen. 


The one-bedroom unit has an 18 foot living room, separate dining 


room and a private balcony off the living room. The bedroom suite 
has a large compartmented dressing room and two big closets. In 
both these apartments, as in other Walden units, rent includes heat, 
water, drapes, carpeting, refrigerator, gas stove, dishwasher, dis- 
posal, complete maintenance and full use of the large recreational 
and social complex. The resident pays for his own electricity and 
central air, or air conditioning units are provided.

Housing dearth 
creates rush for 
area apartments 


Because of the tight apartment 


market this spring, tenants are urged 
to sign and return their lease renew- 
als as quickly as possible, advises 
William D. Sally, CPM, vice president 
of Baird & Warner, Inc., and general 
manager of the company's property 
management division, 


"There are signs of an apartment 


shortage In many parts of Chicago 
and in some suburbs," Sally said. 
"Few new apartments have been built 
and many high quality existing ones 
h a v e been converted to con- 
dominiums. Meanwhile, the number 
of people in the market has increased, 
all of which means there will be fewer 
apartments to go around. 


"So a tenant who delays in signing 


a lease renewal is running the risk 
that his own apartment will be rented 
to someone else, and at the same time 
he is reducing his own chances of 
finding another place to live before 
the traditional May l lease beginning 
date." 


The Baird & Warner executive cau- 


tions tenants against thinking that 
when they get their lease renewal no- 
tice from their landlord, they're home 
free. The tease renewal is not a con- 
tract until it has been signed by the 
tenant, returned to the owner, and 
signed by him. Until this is done, the 
lease renewal can be changed or even 
withdrawn. 


"To be fair with our tenants and 


give them as much time as possible to 
make up their minds,, we send our 
lease renewals out 100 days in ad- 
vance along with a letter requesting a 
reply by a specific date, usually 30 to 
45 days later," Sally said. 


"If the tenant doesn't reply, he gets 


a second letter telling him that if the 
lease fa not returned by a certain 
date, his apartment will be put on the 
market. In most cases, the cut-off 
date is 45 days ahead of the tease ter- 
mination. If the tenant hasn't decided 
by then, he still has enough time to 
look around and we have time to find 
another tenant." 


Other real estate management com- 


panies may give tess,tlme. Some com- 
panies may only give four weeks' no- 
tice, This puts the squeeze on the ten- 
ant because if he doesn't renew im- 
mediately, he has~ only a few weeks to 
look for a new apartment. 


"I would definitely advise tenants to 


sip and return their lease renewals 
immediately, even if they have 45 
days to do so," Sally says. "There is 
always the chance that the owner will 
die. the building will be sold, utility 
rates will increase, or something else 
win happen that will cause the man- 
agement to withdraw the* offer. So 
there's no point in procrastinating." 


What if your landlord doesn't give 


you .a lease renewal? Contrary to 
what some people think, he is under 
no legal obligation to do so, or even to 
tell you one way or the other,, unless 
your present lease specifically says he 
must notify you. 


If your record shows you have a 


habit of being late with the rent, don't 
be surprised if the landlord doesn't of- 
fer you a new lease, Sally said. With 
the increased cost of operating a 
building, prompt payment of rent is 
more important than ever, he.said. 


"If I were a tenant and did not hear 


from my landlord 90 days ahead of 
my present lease termination date, I 
would get in touch with him and find 
out what his plans are;" Sally said. 
"Sometimes the delay is due to paper- 
work, but it could.be intentional." 


If you get no lease renewal notice at 


all, your lease is up 'on the termina- 
tion date and you have to move — 
unless you pay another month's rent 
and the landlord accepts it. 


"In that case the law considers you 


a 'hold-over' tenant and you have an- 
other full year's tease at the same 
rent as the old one," Sally said. "But 
the landlord has to accept the next 
month's rent when you offer it. If he 
refuses it, you ar not a 'hold-over' 
tenant and you don't have another 
year's lease, so you have to move." 


Being a 'hold-over' tenant can 


sometimes backfire. In one case, Sal- 
ly recalls, a/manager forgot to notify 
a tenant that his lease would not be 
renewed and then accepted his' rent 
tor the first month after the tease had 
expired. The courts upheld the ten- 
ant's 'hold-over' tenancy when the 
management tried to evict him. 


Four months into the 'hold-over' te- 


nancy the tenant was transferred to 
another city, now he tried to get out 
of this legal hold-over status, claiming 
that it was only month-to-morith. But 
a hold-over tease is for a full year. 
This time the management won its 
point in court, and the hold-over ten- 
ant wag held responsible for the eight 
months left on the lease. 


"The only time a hold-over tease 


can be for less than a year is when 
the- landlord agrees to this in writ- 
ing," Sally said. 
s 


Incidents of landlords refusing to re- 


new leases, or of not notifying ten- 
ants, or of hold-over leases are the 
exception rather than the rule. If that 
weren't the case, the apartment situ- 
ation in Chicago would be chaotic. 
Still, rather than take chances, the 
wise tenant should get bis tease re- 
newal offer as quickly as' possible, 
sign it, and return it to the owner or 
managing agent immediately to elimi- 
nate any chances that he'll be left out 
in the cold.

Con games thrive iri Arizona lot tiiarket 


The sale of recreational lots in far- 


away places is in the doldrums. 
However, a new gimmick is going 
stronger than ever. It's a promise by 
promoters thai they can obtain buyers 
at a substantial profit, The owner is 
asked to send only a fee — as their 
share of printing up a catalog. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: I know 1976 


will be a good year because I have 
just received some very good news. I 
thought my lot in Arizona wasn't 
worth very much, but now I learn I 
can sell it at a $3,000 to $5,000 profit. 
Isn't that a nice way to start a new 
year? 


Four years ago I bought a half-acre 


lot for $3,000. For the past two years I 
have been trying to sell it. No luck! In 
fact, one broker to whom I wrote told 
me I would be lucky to get $300 for 
the lot 


Out of the clear blue, I received a 


letter last month, advising that there 
are buyers willing to pay to up $6,000 
for my lot. While weighing what I 
should do, a seond letter arrived, giv- 
ing me even better news. This com- 
pany advised that they had buyers 
willing to pay up to $8,000 for my lot. 


Both companies work this way 


they make up a catalog and send it 
out to the people they have who buy 
lots. My share for the printing ex- 
penses would be $250. 


If they sell my lot, I pay them a 10 


per cent commission. The $250 would 
be applied against the commission, so 
I would lose nothing 


I am eager to hear what you think 


of my good fortune Also, can you ex- 
plain why the market in Arizona has 
gotten so active recently, when for the 
past two years it was in the dol- 
drums? 


—MY LUCKY YEAR IS HERE! 


I agree — Lady Luck is smiling 


upon you. It's not that you can sell 
your lot at a profit, but because you 
wrote to me before sending off your 
money. You are very lucky — you 
have just saved $250! 


The market for lots such as you own 


is now about nonexistent. If you ex-" 
amine carefully the letters sent to 
you, you will note that they are not 
about people who want to buy lots, but 
instead offer a vague promise that 
they will try to get people who may 
be interested in buying your lot. 


Mr. Meltzer 


on real estate 


by Bernard Meltzer 


Here's how the gimmick works. 


A "sucker list" is made up of per- 


sons who now own lots. This is gotten 
from the records. The promise is then 
made that buyers can be obtained. To 
bring this about, the owner is asked to 
pay a fee for making up a catalog. 


These catalogs are then given limit- 


ed distribution The promoters have 
complied with the law, but they now 
have several hundred or several thou- 
sand fees of $250 each — which adds 
up to a lot of money 


In the one year I have been follow- 


ing this promotional scheme, I know 
of no case where anyone was able to 
sell his lot in undeveloped areas at 
profits such as you menion. However, 
I do know of many cases where, after 


listing in the catalog, owners have re- 
ceived offers of 5 or 10 per cent of 
what they paid for their lots. 


DEAR MR. MELTZER: My hus- 


band is a real estate broker He 
doesn't make enough money. This 
past year he earned less than $14,000 


He is talented, works hard and has 


a winning personality He is much 
above average But all this doesn't 
mean money in the bank 


My husband explains his lack of a 


good income by saying that people in 
real estate don't make much money. 
If this is so, he is going to change 
businesses. Before I insist on it, tell 
me if this is true 


-DISILLUSIONED WIFE.

, The satellite would be immense 
— something on the order of eight 
or nine miles' across. It would 
generate 
> enough electricity 
to 


light; and heat a million house- 
holds.

The energy would be beamed 


22,300 miles to Earth in the form 
of microwave radiation. Ground 
antennas about five miles in 
diameter would receive this ener- 


gy, convert it to alternating 'Cur- 
rent and feed the electricity .into 
the nation's power grids. 


The idea of an orbiting .gener- 


ator was first proposed in 1968 by 
Dr. Peter E.. Glaser of Arthur D. 
Lattle, inc., Cambridge, Mass/His 
idea is to use massive banks of 
solar cells to convert sunlight 
directly into electricity the same 
Way solar cells are used to power 
most spacecraft of today. 


The latest proposal was pre- 


sented last week to a Senate sub- 
committee by Richard W. Taylor, 
vice president of the Boeing Co. It 
would use heat concentrated by 
plastic film mirrors to drive a set 
of helium gas turbines which 


would turn alternators to generate 
electricity. 


Both generators would be 


placed in stationary orbit where 
their orbital speed would match 
Earth's rotation and they thus 
would remain over one point • on 
Earth. Solar energy in such an or- 
bit would be constant nearly 24 


. hours a day. 


One major problem with both 


types of space generators is that 
they would require huge rockets 
to 'launch satellite components 
into orbit where thay would be as- 
sembled. 


Boeing estimates its.power sta- 


tion would weigh 100,000 tons, and 
Glaser's would be about 25,000 
tons, depending on power output.'

Ms. Elliott, who holds a bachelor's 


degree In interior design, says that, 
equal rights notwithstanding, there is 
decidedly a difference between femi- 
n l n e and masculine design ap- 
proaches. 


"Women seem to prefer a light, 


delicate, open look while the men typ- 
ically lean to something that is bold, 
massive, and generally darker," she 
observed. 


One of the three furnished models 


at Country Lane, the two-bedroom 
"F" unit, provides an example of how 
today's single woman might desip an 
apartment. It's a combination of spar- 
kling, light, and shiny surfaces that 
Ms. Elliott cautions "perhaps is more 
a representation of what is possible 
than what is practical. 


"On the other hand, who is to say 


what is practical or that people have 
to be practical? We've discovered that 
today's working woman can be mak- 
ing a very attractive salary and 
might indeed take an approach that 
others might disdain." 


Which is another way of saying, 


perhaps, that while the white shag 
wall-to-wall carpeting throughout this 
model apartment may be impractical 
and improbable, it's not uninteresting. 
"It's impractical because it will re- 
quire cleaning more often and that 
can be costly; and it's improbable be- 
cause white is not one of the colors we 
offer in the wall-to-wall carpeting 
which is standard in our apartments." 


But, like the rest of this model, it is 


certainly attention-getting. 


The 
white carpeting is com- 


plemented by silver grasscloth wall 
covering in the living and dining 
rooms to provide a background for 
the space age setting. ' 


An L-shaped sectional sofa in gray

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Book berates bathroom attitudes 
Exorcising toilet taboos 
is this man's calling 


by IRA BERKOW 


What Clausewitz Is to war, Aristotle 


Is to drama and Emily Post is to eti- 
quette, Alexander Kria is to bath- 
rooms. 


When Kria'!) revolutionary classic, 


"The Bathroom," appeared in 1966, 
there was a vast and various reaction 
to it. Some laughed at the enterprise, 
thinking it ridiculous for a grown ar- 
chitect and Cornell University prcfes- 
sor to engage in such a meticulous 
study. 


Some friends worried that he had 


simply gone loopy. Others flushed 
with embarrassment. But Ralph Na- 
der echoed thoughtful people general- 
ly, calling the book, "An illuminating 
study of inadequate safety hygiene 
and convenience features in bath- 
rooms." 


Kria was in New York recently to 


promote the new revised edition of his 
book on a subject which some purists 
prefer to call "the physical hygiene 
facility." 


Kria is a natty man of 43, with 


sharp, clean features, slicked back 
graying hair, an aura of confidence 
that he Is D man of many parts, and a 
casually debonair handkerchief prot- 
ruding from his gold-buttoned blue 
blazer. He sat in the Bull-and-Bear 
room of the Waldorf Astoria and en- 
larged on his clinical activities. 


Me had begun the work because, as 


an architect he believed that the bath- 
room was possibly the most important 
room in the house, the most neglected 
by builders, and the most antiquated 
In design. 


He believed that sinks should be 


higher, wider and deeper; that bath- 
tubs sould be contoured to the bath- 
er's body; that showers should have 
built-in seats, wrap-around safety 
bars, controls located at the entry; 
that toilets should be lower to encour- 
age a more natural squat-like posture. 


He was concnerned that there 


should be more shelf space, and that 
modern bathroom equipment like hair 
dryers and various bottles of deodo- 
rant ought not to be placed on the 
floor. 


He was concerned about better ven- 


tilation and safety and says that most 
accidents in the home happen in the 
bathroom. The bathroom is where we 
start our dqy and finish our day, it, 
sets the tone of our life. And yet it is 
Cramped, inappropriate, inconvenient 
and stupid. 


One of the reasons for this disgrace 


he said is our puritanism. "I was 
thinking of changing the name of the 
book from 'The Bathroom,' to 'The 
Last Taboo,' " he said. 


"It is part of our uptight Anglo-Sa- 


xon heritage to feel queasy about the 
bathroom in conversation or print," 
said Kria. "But this kind of restriction 
limits us from realizing our fullest po- 
tentials as individuals. We've been so 
nervous about anything that has to do 
with our bodies. Some people can't 
cope with the notion that a defecation 
can be a joyful experience. 


"It's funny, though, how taboos can 


differ. Like that 16th-century Spanish 
princess who boasted that she hadn't 
bathed in 30 years. Her society con- 
sidered dirt purity and cleanliness li- 
centious. 


"In Scandinavia and Japan today, 


families take saunas together. And in 
Germany they think nothing of ttX 
little old lady sitting in the men's 
room, taking in marks for towels and 
soap." 


Kria believes his book has helped 


liberate people from their hidebound 
bathroom attitudes 
Manufacturers 


and builders and architects have con- 
sulted him on his views and, he be- 
lieves, more and more bathrooms 
are being humanized. Another curious 
result: after lectures, "endless" stu- 
dents tell him that he has unlocked 
certain doors of their mind. "Some 
students are in tears," he said. "They 
all have private bathroom horror sto- 
ries that they were too embarrassed 
to ever discuss before. It is sad." 


Krias was rather reticent, however, 


about his own bathroom. He did admit 
to having in it a skylight, a bidet, a 
shower sans bath (he doesn't take to 
baths) and a floor-length velour terry 


cloth robe with his initials on the 
pocket. 


"I shudder to have people know 


about something so private as my 
bathroom," he said. > 


The only detail he offered, strangely 


enough, was about his toilet seat. 


It is no ordinary toilet seat. It is a 


distinguished and honored and esthet- 
ic toilet seat. Kria's 
"posture-mold 


toilet seat" is on display in the design 
study collection of New York's Mu- 
seum of Modem Art. It may be the 
most intriguing example of sculpture 
since "The Thinker."

Stocks hit worst 
loss in 2 weeks 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Stocks suf- 


fered their worst loss in two weeks 
and their second consecutive setback 
Wednesday when profit takers won 
the battle over investors in active 
trading on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, 


which had charged 109 points higher 
in the new year rally through Mon- 
day, felt 6.46 points to 951.35, the 
worst setback since it fell 9.45 points 
Jan. 13. 


Coupled with its 3.70-point loss Tues- 


' day, the blue-chip average has fatten 
10.16 points in two days, in what ma- 
ny analysts said could be the begin- 
ning of a consolidation of new year 
rally gains. 


THE AVERAGE was off six points 


at the outset, then rallied for a slight 
gain In the early afternoon. Profit 
taking accelerated in the afternoon 
driving the Dow 11 points lower, be- 
fore late buying trimmed the loss. 


Most analysts said the profit taking 


-was overdue. Others said selling was 
triggered by the news that Congress 
•handed President Ford a major de- 
feat when the Senate voted to over- 


ride his veto of a $45 billion health, 
welfare and labor bill. 


The setback was broad. Standard & 


Poor's 500-stock index fell 0.54 to 96.53 
and the average price of an NYSE 
common share decreaed by 17 cents. 
Declines tapped advances, 978 to 502, 
among the 1,890 issues crossing the 
tape. 


Volume totaled 27,370,000 shares, 


down from the 32,070,000 traded Tues- 
day. It brought the turnover for the 
month to a record of approximately 
567,000,000 shares. 


MOST ANALYSTS were not sur- 


prised numerous traders cashed in on 
the big gains made during the first 
three weeks of the new year. In fact, 
most thought it was healthy for the 
market's future. They said the mar- 
ket's tone was strong. 


Prices closed lower in active trad- 


ing on the American Stock Exchange. 
The average price of an Amex share 
decreased by six cents. Volume total- 
ed 3,050,000 shares, compared with 
3,480,000 traded Tuesday. 


On the Chicago Board Options Ex- 


change, 91,715 contracts changed 
hands, compared with 109,558 traded 
Tuesday.

Has Leboyer added to joy of birth?

<L«t of two parts) 


It sounds so simple, so practical. 
Why shouldn't a baby enter this 


world in the least traumatic way pos- 
sible? Why should his introduction to 
the world be painful — painful to his 
eyes, bis ears, his spine, his lungs, his 
skin? Why should fear, panic, con- 
fusion accompany his birth? 


Or is the baby truly in pain? 
It certainly seems so. It may be 


seen in photographs of the agonized 
facial expressions of newborns. It 
may be felt in the shudder of flesh; 
the quivering skin; the tense, strug- 
gling body. It may be heard in the 
howls and cries; the continuous sob- 
bing that, when taped, sounds like 
blood-curdling screams. 


YES, THE BABY Is in pain, says 


Dr. Frederick Leboyer, obstetrician of 
Paris, France, in his book, "Birth 
Without Violence" (Alfred A. Knopf, 
Inc., 1975). And it is time that we fo- 
cused our attention on the infant as a 
full-feeling person, time we followed a 
more humanistic approach to birth, in 
his view. 


"The one thing that bothers me," 


said Dr. Ulisse Cucco, chairman of 
obstetrics at Holy Family Hospital, 
"Is the inference that there is, indeed, 


violence in the delivery room. I have 
practiced obstetrics for 20 years and I 
have always been as gentle as pos- 
sible with the baby and as com- 
passionate as possible with the moth- 
er.' 


Dr. Cucco doesn't hold the infant 


upside down by his feet, nor does he 
slap him. Noise in the delivery room 


is kept to a minimum; there is little 
conversation with the patient and no 
small talk among the nurses. 


IN REGARD to dimming the lights, 


he says, "I don't know if light hurts 
the baby's eyes. Does anybody know? 
As adults our eyes accommodate to 
light. I assume the,same process 
takes place in the baby." 


The question of when to cut the um- 


bilical cord has been debated for 
years, according to Dr. Cucco. There 
are times when it is best to clamp the 
cord immediately, but not so in a nor- 
mal, routine birth. "I'm not aware 
whether the cord has stopped pulsat- 
ing or not when I cut it," he said. 


It is Dr. Cucco's practice to imme- 


diately place the baby in an infant 
warmer (not a warm bath) and place 
the warmer next to the mother. "If 
the infant is not disturbed, he will re- 
lax and lie quietly," he said. 


HE BELIEVES the decison as to 


the techniques to be* used should be a 
mutual one between doctor and 
patient. One must take into account 
that although ^90 per cent of the 
patients deliver without difficulty, 
there are some births where hazards 
are involved. 


"Most doctors are truly interested 


in giving their patients good care," he 
said. 


What happens to new techniques? 


"Eventually they crystallize and some 
good comes out of them," he said. 
"Perhaps Leboyer's contribution is to 
bring about a new awareness of the 
i m p o r t a n c e of gentle obstetrical 
care." 


Dr. Michael Hughey, resident in ob- 


stetrics and gynecology at Evanston 
Hospital, also agrees with Leboyer's 
basic underlying philosophy of gentle- 


but adds, "There are possible 


Take the matter of dim 


lights. What if the baby is blue — not 
getting enough oxygen? Sometimes a 
difference in color can be of vital im- 
portance." 


HUGHEY DESCRIBED the fetal 


monitor, an electrode routinely passed 
through the cervix of every patient in 
labor and attached to the baby's scalp 
to follow his progress second by sec- 
ond. "Leboyer would be very unhappy 
with this," he said. "In a sense it's an 
invasion of the baby. But this routine 
procedure has cut down our morbidity 
and mortality rate and has prevented 
countless amounts of brain damage. 
We have probably saved 20 babies' 
lives this year alone, and that's just 
the tip of the iceberg." 


He explained that current obstetric- 


al methods are based on years and 
years of experience by intelligent 
people. "The greatest single motivat- 
ing force is the personal safety of the 
mother," he said "Running a very 
dose second is the safety of the 
baby." 


Last spring, Dr. Leboyer toured 


American cities, lecturing to medical 
and laypersons and showing his film, 


"Birth." That him has been added to 
those shown to pre-natal classes at 
Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke's Medical 
Center, Chicago. 


DR. FRANK MERRICK, of the cen- 


t e r' s obstelrics-gynecology depart- - 
merit, was one of the medical persons 
who heard Dr. Leboyer lecture. At the 
request of a mother-to-be, he em- 
ployed Leboyer techniques in deliv- 
ering her baby last fall. He has since 
delivered "probably seven" babies 
following the procedure suggested by 
Leboyer. 


"If the patient exhibits interest in 


this method, I am in favor of using 
it," he said. "It adds a great deal of 
aesthetic enjoyment to the delivery, 
not only for Mom and Pop but for the 
professional people as well." 


Kathy Umbeck, R.N. in the obstet- 


rics-gynecology department at the 
center, has assisted in a few Leboyer- 
type births. "It's the attitude toward 
the infant of gentle, calm delivery 
that makes it such an enjoyable expe- 
rience for all participants — including 
the baby," she said 


DR. MERRICK finds dim lights no 


problem, though he may beam a light 
on the vaginal canal after delivery to 
make sure there are no lacerations. 
The room is kept as quiet as possible; 
there is no unnecessary use of anal- 


gesia or anesthesia; there is no physi- 
cal violence to the baby. 


The mother's abdomen is washed to 


cut down on any theoretical objections 
to contamination. The baby is laid on 
the mother's belly and the cord is not 
cut until it stops pulsating. 


And the bath - oh, toe bath. "If 


ever you saw the baby hi the warm 
bath, you'd be amazed," said Dr. 
Merrick. "He really seems to enjoy it. 
He has a ball." 


MS. UMBECK, who has given the 


bath, said, "You can literally feel the 
baby relax and go limp. He begins to 
play, in fact becomes quite active. He 
kicks, opens and plays with his hands, 
sucks his fist. The father plays with 
him, too " 


According to Nurse Umbeck, the in- 


fant may sometimes cry before or af- 
ter, but never during the bath. "We 
haven't seen the baby actually smile, 
yet, but we're watching," she said. 


Dr. Merrick added, "We are keep- 


ing our minds open. We are willing to 
try something different, to see if it's 
as good as it seems to be. We need 
more experience to be absolutely con- 
vinced, but there is no doubt that 
Leboyer's methods add to the matter 
of enjoying the delivery. 


"The baby is obviously happy to be 


born." 


Singles problem in Jewish life 


The single parent family and the 


single adult are growing problems in 
Jewish life in America, says Gerald 
B. Bubls, director of the School of 
Jewish Communal Service of Hebrew 
Union College — Jewish Institute of 
Religion, in Los Angeles. 


Bubis said part of the dilemma 


stems from the traditional organiza- 
tion of the synagogue as a family- 
based institution. Synagogues and 
temples and their congregations will 
have to adjust, he said, to serve the 
needs of these singles as well as the 
traditional family unit of mother, fa- 
ther and children. 


Some widows need to be taught how 


to become heads of households, to 
manage money, he said. 


"THERE'S VERY little child care 


service. Often it is sectarian, not the 
community itself and not a public 
function. 


"A single parent feels left out. That 


parent may be a widow unprepared to 
become head of her household, or a 
widower who feels he is overlooked 
because temple or synagogue affairs 
focus on father-son and mother-daugh- 


ter programs. We need parent-child 
activities. 


"It's a new phenomenon, saying 'I 


want to be a parent, but I don't want 
a spouse, I will just breed.' It has got 
to be tremendously tough for the 
grandparents. 


"I know of one case, a woman who 


was divorced, but who wanted another 
child and told her parents she was 
pregnant. She had the child, but no 
wedding. It was very painful for the 
parents, who are supporting the 
daughter and the two children in a 
second household. 


"THE PARENTS have not con- 


fronted it publicly. They live in sepa- 
rate communities and pretend it nev- 
er happened. 


"I also know of a case where a 


single parent sent out birth announce- 
ments, who bragged about it. 


"We must sensitize ourselves much 


more to the variance. Single parent 
families won't go away; they will 
grow in numbers." 


Bubis said single parents are not 


just adults who never married. They 
may be' widows, widowers or di- 
vorced. 


"Some men tend to deny that any 


problem exists. They are so busy try- 
ing to be late teenagers that they 
can't be serious adults," 


This rubs off on children because "I 


don't think kids listen to parents; they 
watch them and establish an imitative 
pattern." 


SOME SINGLE parents develop 


self-image problems, as in the case of 
a professional man's middle-aged wife 
who sought a divorce. She had not 
worked for 25 years. 


"She asked herself, 'What did I do 


wrong, how should I have dealt with 
the problem, can I make it by my- 
self?' 


"How does she update herself in a 


market where youth is at a premium? 
Even her kids are angry. They live 
with her, and their stability has 
gone." 


He said divorce is not as damaging 


psychologically in a younger mar- 
riage where the wife initiated the ac- 
tion. 


"It calls for team action, coun- 


seling, vocational rehabilitation, child 
care services." 


Bubis said preliminary work has 


been done in the Chicago area to 
create a network of Jewish agencies 
for this purpose. Counseling groups 
are going to be needed in synagogues, 
he added. 


THE PROBLEM is partly financial. 


Membership, which is the economic 
base of synagogues, can be expensive. 
Some single parents drop out because 
they cannot afford the fees. 


"I have a hunch they don't want to 


leave," Bubis said. 


Many synagogues sponsor summer 


day camps. More and more single 
parents want to use these services for 
their children, but cannot pay the 
fees. He said some cities and many 
synagogues have a sliding scale of 
dues, and YM and YWCAs tend to fol- 
low suit. 


"I have a hunch that a voucher sys- 


tem might be the wave of the future 
for those who cannot afford a Jewish 
education at school. Vouchers paid 
for by the community have been 
touched on very gingerly in some 
places."

Shake habit step-by-step

If you have been following this 


scries, you should know by now 
why you smoke and why you want 
to quit. You may already- have 
been able to cut down by eliminat- 
ing the cigarettes you don't really 
crave or by cutting out a few 
drinks or cups of coffee that 
prompt you to reach for the near- 
est pack. 


The next step is to undertake a 


short trial period without ciga- 
rets, ideally two days. Choose a 
time when you are likely to have 
a minimum of tension and are not 
likely to be doing a lot of things 
that prompt you to smoke. 


Before quitting, try to cut down 


further by starting later in the 
day, smoking only hi certain 
places and smoking less of each 
clgaret. If you doubt your ability 
to go for several hours without 
lighting up, remember the times 
you have sat in a theater, church 
or concert hall without smoking. 
If you can do it there, you can 
create other "No Smoking" areas 
for yourself. 


WHEN THE trial period starts, 


try to step up your general pace 
of activity. Idle time is easily 
filled with smoke. Even if you 
think you smoke mainly for the 


effect of nicotine, it may help to 
provide yourself with cigaret sub- 
stitutes. 


Eating is a natural substitute, 


but one that many people avoid 
for fear of gaining weight. You 
don't have to gain weight if you 
remember that it's not the quan- 
tity of food you consume that 
takes the place of cigarets, but 
rather the act of eating. Foods 
such as celery and carrot sticks 
require vigorous chewing and yet 
are not fattening. 


Julius Fast, author of "How To 


Stop Smoking and Lose Weight," 
suggests a step-by-step program 
to stop smoking and lose weight, 
too. If you stop smoking and start

dieting on the same day, you can 
accomplish both, he says. Al- 
though they are two different acts 
and each must be managed in a 
unique fashion, they can be man- 
aged together and with good re- 
sults. 


A CUP OF coffee or tea, a piece 


of candy, fresh fruit or a slice of 
raw vegetable are all excellent 


substitutes for cigarets, according 
to Fast. 


A "handling" 'smoker often 


needs the oral gratification of 
something between his lips. Chew- 
ing gum may do the trick. Non- 
edible cigaret substitutes include 
toothpicks, plastic straws and 
wooden matches to gnaw on, as 
wen as the manufactured fake 
cigarets. 
, 


When all else fails and you feel 


a rising temptation to grab a ciga- 
ret, sit down and let your whole 
body go limp. Then take several 
long, deep breaths from your 
diaphragm. 
' 


IF YOUR will power does fail 


and you backslide into a cloud of 
smoke, don't give up. Many 
smokers don't quit permanently 
the first time. Whether it's your 
first or 10th try, don't dwell on all 
the years ahead that you plan to 
go without cigarets. Just think 
about the next hour, and the rest 
of the day. You can always make 
it until bedtime without a smoke. 


In short, follow whatever works 


for you — except beginning anoth- 
er hazardous habit. The most im- 
portant part of giving up smoking 
is being aware of what you're 
doing and why. Why are you 
smoking, why nave you quit, and 
above all, what do you waiit to do 
most in the next hour?

Consumers benefit 
from new rulings 


Two new consumer regulations "are scheduled to take effect the 


beginning of February. 


On Feb 1 a ruling by the Illinois Supreme Court will prohibit 


opticians from fitting contact lenses unless they are under the di- 
rect supervision of an optometrist or ophthalmologist. 


Opticians are persons who make or dispense optical instruments, 


eyeglasses and contact lenses, and are often employed in com- 
mercial optical outlets. They are not required to be licensed. Opto- 
metrists are trained and licensed to examine the eye and to pre- 
scribe and fit corrective lenses. Ophthalmologists are physicians 
specializing in diseases of the eye and eye surgery. 


In 1965 the Attorney General of Illinois filed suit against House of 


Vision charging that it employed opticians who were fitting contact 
lenses, an activity restricted to optometrists and ophthalmologists. 


After numerous appeals, the decision in favor of the state was 


handed down, in effect barring all such retail houses from allowing 
any non-licensed persons from fitting contacts without supervision. 


ON FEB. 2, a Federal Trade Commission regulation will require 


that mail order firms deliver merchandise in SO days unless they 
specify that it will take longer. If they can't deliver in 30 days or a 
specified time, they must notify the consumer and provide a post- 
paid card for cancellation of the order. 


When the firm receives such a cancellation, it has seven days to 


refund the customer's money, or one billing cycle to wipe the 
charge off the account. 


The rule carries the force of law, and if it is violated consumers 


are urged to notify the FTC. 


Some Bicentennial notes: 


The 1976 version of "Common Sense" (revolutionary Tom Paine's 


famous pamphlet calling for independence), a publication put out 
by the People's Bicentennial Commission, reports that the Chicago 
PBC has presented its Tory of the Month award to Phyllis Sehlafly. 
Mrs. Schlafly is the Alton, HI., woman who leads the opposition to 
the Equal Rights Amendment. 


PBC termed Mrs. Schlafly's effort "a deadly anachronism," and 


charged she is being supported by the insurance industry. 


"Common Sense" also reported that the American Freedom 


Train, which pbjed in Chicago last summer, has left some towns 
holding a bill of as much as $27,000 for facilities, security, etc. 


And in Billings, Mont., the paper says, the local Jaycees obtained 


rights from train officials to sell homemade ham sandwiches to 
raise money for their Special Olympics for handicapped children. 


But when the train pulled in, its resident concessionaires appro- 


priated all available space to hawk th>fc hot dogs and souvenirs. 
The Jaycees sold zero sandwiches and ended up with a deficit, 
while the Special Olympics went down the drain. 


ON THE POSITIVE side, one of the good things coming out of the 


Bicentennial is the various historical specials being presented on 
television. 


A most interesting effort is public TV's "Adams Chronicles," a 


13-part series covering four generations of the famous patriot fami- 
ly. 


In case you've missed it, you can tune in the third episode next

You will also see the beginnings of the career of Adams' son, John 
Quincy, who at age 14 was already a diplomatic secretary. 


The series bepan with the courtship of John and Abigail, a wom-

Doctor emphasizes 
need for exercise 


I enjoy your column In the paper but one thing bothers me and 


my European friends: your emphasis on the relationship between 
cholesterol and diet, totally ignoring the effect of vigorous exercise 
upon cholesterol. 


I was • medical student In Poland. I visited other Eastern Eu- 


ropean countries and against my wffl lived In several parts of the 
Soviet Union. These people eat an extremely high saturated fat 
diet, everything swimming In butter, sour cream, lard, salt pork. 
Yet these people have few c.ues of heart attacks in the rural 
population. 


The local medical profession has never concerned Itself with 


cholesterol, taking for granted the local diet that has kept the 
nations going for thousands of years. They die from Infections, 
childbirth, bites and consumption, but not from heart disease. 


In the big cities statistics are different. I'm talking about Eastern 


Europe and not Western Europe whlbc has picked up American life 
styles. 


I am sending you some clippings that show that hard physical 


work works off cholesterol. I have never seen any of your columns 
where you discussed the relation between exercise and cholesterol 
and you only mention diets. If you would tell people that they could 
use exercise, many people would feel free to eat then- ethnic foods 
and use exercise and avoid stress to prevent a buildup In cholest- 
erol. 


You certainly have missed a lot of my columns. Asking me to 


stand up for exercise is about like asking Barry Goldwater to say 
something good for conservatives, One of my public services is, and 
has been for many years, lecturing at clinics for the President's 
Council on Physical Fitness and Sports for teachers of health edu- 
cation In the nation's schools. 


You can't separate exercise and diet. The body Is merely an 


energy converter. The food puts energy in and we use it to run our 
body at rest or for physical activity. If you take in more energy 
than your body uses, there is an increase In body fat and with it in 
many people an increase in blood cholesterol levels and even 
increased blood pressure. I hate to think how many times I have 
told people that weight control involves this basic principle. 


If you don't exercise much, you can't eat much without getting 


fat and having these complications. 


There are numerous examples in the world of people who do eat 


high-fat, high-cholesterol diets and have no heart and vascular 
problems. Part of it is hereditary, but another part is the high level 
of activity. The Mast walk or trot more than 20 miles a day and the 
net result of food available and energy expended makes a thin 
individual. Obviously such a life style is not suited to our modern 
living habits so we must pay a lot more attention to our diet. It 
takes an enormous amount of work to compensate for a high-fat 
high-cholesterol diet. 


The final answer for each Individual really rests in his own state. 


If the blood cholesterol is low, In the optimal range, and stays 
there and the blood pressure is low, fine. If either is elevated, then 
diet, exercise and sometimes medicine are all important to achieve 
the optimal results.

Electricity in carpet,

advent of the heating season. 


Some carpeting is pretreated to inhibit static electricity and 


homes with adequate humidity are bothered less. There is an anti- 
static solution spray and many treat their carpeting with it. The 
static is also lessened when the carpet collects a bit of soil. After 
considerable laundering and dry cleaning, garments seem more 
resistant to static 


But (and it's a big but) certain polyesters defy all the cleaning 


and everything else. I have one polyester dress that has been wash- 
ed and cleaned repeatedly, but In certain homes I find the dress 
climbing almost to my hips. It's embarrassing!

If your house has a large picture 


window enchanced by baskets of 
hanging plants, chances are sometime 
or other a klutsy little bird will bang 
into your window. 


Just that happened to me this morn- 


Ing — again. I trekked out and. 
scooped the disabled chickadee into 
my hand, after seeing the bird buried 
face down In the snow, futUely trying 
to extricate himself. 


I held him for a few moments to 


assess the damage. He seemed dazed 
and hurt, but be managed to get his 
wing back in position and ruffle his 
feathers to bold in body heat. 


I carried him to a wooden feeding 


trough in the trees and deposited him 
on a bed of sunflower seeds, where his 
fellow chickadees could take over 
nursing duties. 


THREE OR four birds approached 


cautiously, greedily grabbing seeds on 
the far side of the feeder, avoiding the 
sickle. After a few minutes, a Good 
Samaritan flew down to him and gent* 
ly nudged or pecked him.

Today we can find many of them in 
ethnic markets and specialty stores in 
cities throughout the country. 


Some of these ethnic fresh fruits 


and vegetables may not be available 
in your neighborhood yet. Some are, 
but it takes a Httle bit of sleuthing in 
the produce department of your su- 
permarket to turn up at least a few 
exotic examples. . 


Sampling the fruits and vegetables 


favored by people of other nation- 
alities can be a mind-expanding Jour- 
ney. |f you spot a strange-looking 
fruit or vegetable, take the time to get 
acquainted with it. Ask the sales- 
person how it's prepared. Many su- 
permarket chains, provide such advice 
now. Take it home and taste it. You 
may find you've made a pleasant dis- 
covery. 


TO HELP YOU start your inter- 


national adventure, the United Fresh 
Fruit and Vegetable Association sug- 


gests some of the following items in 
the vast array of ethnic fruits and 
vegetable, with tips on how to choose 
and prepare them. 


} 


Cherimoya 'means "cold seeds." 


Popular in Mexico, this fruit ir almost 
heart-shaped. Green-colored when 
'ripe, its skin has a faint medallion- 
like pattern. It is also grown in the 
Indies and Australia. When chilled, it 
has a natural sherbet texture and is 
sometimes called "sherbet fruit" or 
"custard apple." Its flavor resembles 
a combination of fresh pineapple, 
strawberry and banana. Choose fruit 
with fairly uniform green, color free of 
mold sx cracks at the stem end.. Ripen 
at room temperature until it yields to 
gentle pressure with the palms of the 
hands. The largest are regarded best. 
\ 


, The jicama is to Mexico what,the 
potato is to the United States: A root 
, tuber, it looks like a turnip but tastes 
like a water chestnut and is a toss 
expensive substitute. Choose jicama 
as you would a potato, looking for the 
smaller ones to avoid woodiness. 
There are two kinds of jicama: agua, 
which has a watery juice, and teche, 
which has a milky juice. The only 
way to tell the difference is by tas- 


ting. To eat a jicama, cut it into thin 
slices and sprinkle with sugar. 


FROM THE ORIENT comes daikon, 


a Japanese radish. It comprises near- 


• ly one-third of the tonnage of vege- 
tables grown in Japan. An important 
crops in Hawaii as well, the daikon 
tastes a bit hotter than the common 
radish. A long, tapered vegetable, the 
daikon is eight to 10 inches long and 
about one and' one-half inches in 
diameter at its top. It may be piokled 
or shredded as is and used as a relish, 
tossed raw into soups, or served in 
thin strips on vegetable trays. Daikon 
should be stored in the refrigerator. 


The Chinese water chestnut grows 


widely in ihe tropics of the Old World. 
The slain is chestnut brown in color, 
with a. cheatnuty flavor and white 
flesh. They are a delicacy in Chinese 
cookery and are extensively eaten 
raw in the Orient.' The flesh is apple- 
like, sweet and starchy. Should you 
find some fresh water chestnuts, you 
can store them in the refrigerator/In a 
loosely-covered jar or in a loose plas- 
tic bag. Water 'chestnuts seem made 
to go-with almost any food, from ome- 
lets to soups to salads to stews.

Herald food 
price survey 


The price of butter has declined about 15 cents a pound 


from us high earlier this month of $1.35, according to a 
Tuesday morning price survey of five area chain food stores 
The U.S. Dept of Agriculture attributed the drop to a seasonal 
increase in milk production. 


Chicken continues to be a good buy due to its plentiful 


supply, as reported by the USOA. The average price per pound' 
in the five stores is about 10'cents less than-the average'three 
months ago. 


The USDA also reports that certain dry beans are m plenti- 


ful supply, which could make good menu stretchers nn February. 
These include pmtq beans, pinks, small reds, kidney beans and 
Garbanzo beans. 


Marketing analysts with the USOA forecast the 1975-76 


grapefruit crop at 69.8 million boxes, 14 per cent'above last 
season. This means an even larger supply of frozen concen- 
trated grapefruit juice and fresh grapefruit sections in the super- 
markets, says the USDA. 


At Jewel meat, prices were nearly unchanged from the Jan. 


1 survey. The only increase was in the price of round steak. 
Both Kraft Cheese and Land 0 Lakes butter were down in price 
from four weeks ago. with the rest of the dairy and egg prices 
unchanged. Prices throughout the other sections were relatively 
stable. 


Cheese and butter prices were also down at Butera, which 


offset a slight increase in fluid whole milk. Chicken fryers 
increased six cents a pound and pork was also up slightly from 
Jan 1. 


At National ground beef cost 10 cents more than the 


previous quotation, but beef round steak was somewhat lower 
Potatoes were a good buy at 79 cents per five pounds. 


Round steak, chicken fryers and milk were good buys at 


Treasure Island, with the lowest quotations of the five stores 
surveyed. Other prices throughout the store were similar to Jan 
1 prices. 


At A&P chicken and ground beef were 10 to 20 cents less 


than the last survey. Iceberg lettuce was only 10 cents a head, 
a drop of 19 cents from Jan 1 and the lowest of the five stores 
surveyed.

Lentils stretch menus 
throughout history 


The upcoming metric system has 


been welcomed with less than en- 
thusiasm by many people, even 
though it boasts greater precision 
than the U.S. system of measurement. 
Not only will big business be affected, 
but the home — especially the kitchen 
- will be hit. 


Hamburger will be priced per kilo- 


gram;-recipes will be stated in metric 
measurements; cooking temperatures 
will be converted to the, Celsius scale. 
And regardless of the consumer 
propaganda, a conversion formula of 
Celsius degrees equals five-ninths 
times (Fahrenheit'degrees minus 32) 
is not exactly convenient. 


Not all is bleak for homeowners 


who don't want to throw out their 
cookbooks. If amounts in recipes are 
stated in cups and spoons, no actual 
conversion "is needed bdcause one 
cup equals 16 tablespoons in each 
'system. 


But recipes stated in weights will 


have to be converted to metric units 
by using conversion tables. 


To help cooks become accustomed 


to the metric system, beginning in 
February the Herald will be publish- 
ing one recipe each week in both met- 
ric and English measurements in a 
column called "Cooking with Met- 
rics."

Ever since the Biblical story of 


Esau, who sold his birthright for a 
pottage of lentils, the food value and 
good taste of dry peas and lentils 
have been known. Because they can 
be used effectively as meat extenders 
to provide the protein required for 
body building and repair, they've 
been a basic staple with people who 
watd> food costs. 


It wasn't until the early 1900s that 


they appeared In the United States. 
Today these legumes flourish on the 
rolling Falouse Hills of eastern Wash- 
ington and northern Idaho. From 
these blooming fields, dry peas and 
lentils are produced in large enough 
quantities to supply all domestic 
needs and for shipment to global mar- 
kets. 


While dry peas and lentils have 


been most frequently used for soups, 
they're good for fe lot more in the way 
of casseroles, patties or a simple 
vegetable side dish. 


Some of the ways you may wish to 


get acquainted with these hearty 
foods are a casserole of honey baked 
lentils and a (split pea and chicken 
casserole. 


HONEY BAKED LENTILS 


2b cups cooked lentils 


(about l pound uncooked) 


1 teaspoon dry mustard 
14 teaspoon powdered ginger 
1 tablespoon soy sauce 
uj cup chopped onion 
1 cup water 
6 slices bacon 
b cup honey 
Mix together the mustard, ginger 


and soy sauce. Add onions jend water. 
Stir into cooked lentils. Cut bacon in 
1-inch pieces. Stir most of the bacon 
into lentils, with remainder sprinkled 
over top if pot has narrow mouth. If a 
casserole Is used, sprinkle most of the 
bacon over the top. Pour honey over 
ail. Cover tightly. Bake for 1 hour in 
350-degree oven. Uncover last few 
minutes to brown the bacon. Bacon 
may be partially cooked if desired.

The latest sidewalk curiosity for 


Paris pedestrians Is a new public 
cooking school. It is the first serious 
competition to the prestigious Cordon 
Bleu, until now the only real school 
passing on the heritage of French 
cuisine. 


La Varenne is a bombshell In gour- 


met circles. Equally eyebrow-raising 
is its Anglo-American Inspiration. In- 
vestors and consultants include two 
major American authors of French 
cookbooks, Julia Child and James 
Beard. 


Mrs. Child reflected that it's up to 


foreigners now, largely Americans, to 
promote French cooking because "the 
average French woman is not inter- 
ested in real French cuisine. Do you 
know any French girls who really 
know how to cook? Domestic servants 
used to cook for French families, and 
now they're disappearing, so women 
buy ready-made food or go to restau- 
rants." 


Most of the IS students enrolled so

(CHICKEN CASSEROLE 


1 pound (2 and 1/3 cups) 


green or yellow split peas

Add split peas to boiling water

until soft and clear. Lift from skillet. 
Set aside. Add oil. Brown chicken 
carefully, turning with two wooden 
spoons.

casserole or baking dish (1%-to 
2-quart capacity). Spread onions over 
top. Half-bury chicken parts into split 
peas. Sprinkle mixed herbs over Up. 


Add to the chicken drippings the 


mushroom soup mixed with 2/3 cup 
milk. Stir over low heat until smooth. 
Pour over chicken and split peas. Cov- 
er loosely with foil, if no lid. Bake at 
350 degrees for 60 minutes, removing 
foil or lid the last 10 minutes to brown 
a bit. Garnish with snipped parsley. 
Serves 6 to 8.

A new war has developed on the 


food front — a sugar war. Scientists 
make up one side, health faddists the 
other and consumers provide the bat- 
tleground. 


The faddists maintain that sugar is 


a poison that is killing Americans via 
heart attacks, diabetes, hypoglycemia 
and cancer. Sugar is rotting children's 
teeth. And, they say, the consumption 
ot sugar is Increasing at dangerously 
high rates. 


With a few exceptions, the scientific 


community is whispering a qualified 
"bunk." At least that's what tney and 
their supporters said at a recent semi- 
nar sponsored by the Chicago Nutri- 
tion Association in Chicago. 


"1 DON'T THINK people need to be 


concerned about sugar," said Dr. P. 
J. Palumbo, a researcher at Mayo 
Clinic in Rochester, Minn. "1 think 
the tear is a little overdone." 


Of course, representatives from the 


sugar Industry and other food com- 
panies agreed. "We believe sugar to 
be absolutely safe," said John W. 'fa- 
tem, president of the Sugar Associ- 
ation, iheti he immediately qualified 
himself: "its vulnerability is in the 
area oi (dental) caries (cavities)." 


Evidence presented at the seminar 


tended to suostantiate Tatem's state- 
ments. 


As a backdrop to the speeches, it 


was established that the per capita 
consumption ot sugar has remained 
relatively stable for the last four or 
five decades, leveling at around 100 
pounds per person. These figures 
were obtained trom the U. S. Dept. of 
Agriculture. 


IN VIEW OF THE stable con- 


sumption ligures, it was pointed out 
that, uiougji heart disease has in- 
creased, the increase has occurred 
during a time sugar consumption has- 
not. That alone makes the sugar- 
causes-heart-disease theory a bit 
dubious. 


Or, Palumbo said that reports com- 


paring the sugar consumption of co- 
ronary patients and healthy people 
have consistently failed to provide 
evidence for a difference in sugar in- 
take between the two groups. 


He cited cholesterol and fats as a 


concern for heart disease — not sug- 
ar. However, he and his colleagues at 
Mayo conducted a physiological study 
in which they determined that other 
fatty components hi the blood do rise, 
but only if patients weighing an aver- 
age of ISO pounds eat about four 
grams of sugar a day (which is about 
200 pounds of sugar a year). 


"But most people won't eat 200 


pounds of sugar in a year," he said. 
During his study Dr. Palumbo said 
he had to force-ffed four grams of 
sugar daily to that group of individ- 
uals. 


"PALATABIL1TY IS important and 


a high carbohydrate diet is just not

good to eat," he said. "Now, there are 
crazy people who eat a box of, candy 
by themselves, but I'm talking about 
the normal, run-of-the-mill person." 


He also said sugar is an absolute 


necessity for post-operative -patients 
and other sick persons. Sugar is 
used by the brain as energy. If that 
energy is not present in the blood, oth- 
er organs in the body are seeped of 
their energy so that the brain may 
function. Convulsions, heart attacks 
and other complications can occur. On 
a lesser level, normal people on a low 
carbohydrate diet experience head- 
aches, dizziness and fainting spells. 


"If we are to fear sugar, we might 


as well close .up our hospitals," Pa- 
lumbo said. "Moderation is the key, 
not exclusion." 


Food faddists also maintain that 


high sugar diets lead to diabetes 
"But there's not a damn bit of evi- 
dence supporting this," he said. 
"Overweight, yes. Sugar, no." 


HE SAID THAT the highly touted 


increase in diabetes in the United 
States is largely due to better screen- 
ing programs, which discover diabet- 
ics in early stages of the disease. 


Dr. Palumbo, who advocates treat- 


ing patients with diet instead of medi- 
cation whenever possible, said, "The 
truth about sugar seems to lie be- 
tween the extremes." 


He didn't regard dental caries as a 


particular problem. 


But another doctor disagreed. Dr. 


William Bowen, National Institute of 


Dental Research in Maryland, MM 
dental caries affect 95 per cent of 
this population. 


/'DENTAL CARIES IS a disease 


a painful disease and an unsightly dis- 
ease," he said, "It's not .genetic and 
you're not born with it. Despite what 
you hear, sugar is involved." 


Bowen explained that everytime 


sugar enters the mouth, a chemical 
reaction occurs which makes the 
mouth more acid than when no food is 
present. At a particular acid level the 
enamel of the teeth is "attacked," by 
microorganisms in the mouth he said. 
And this leads,to decay if continued 
over long periods of time. 


Some .sugars are worse than others 


because of the length of time they 
' stay in the mouth. For example, ce- 
reals are only hi the mouth a short 
time and the fiber from the cereals 
takes the simple 'sugars with it. But 
with caramel and taffy it's a different 
story. 


Dr. Bowen said eating a caramel is 


like having 200 pounds of sugar hi 
your system in a year. It is six times 
worse for your teeth than regular 
food. 


THE PROBLEM, he said, is not 


necessarily one of amount — the per 
capita consumption has not risen for 
'decades. The problem is the "frequen- 
cy of eating" — we have developed 
into a nation of nibblers. Instead of 
giving the decay microorganisms a 
chance to react to sugar three times a 
day (at meals only) we eat six or 
more times a day. And almost all 


foods, from fruit to meat, contain sug- 
ar, he said. 


One of Bowen's studies showed that 


people are nibbling up to 12 times a 
day "And everytime you put food 
into the mouth you tower the acid lev- 
el and give decay a chance to start," 
he said. 


Floride is a very effective measure 


against dental caries, he said. With 
the combination of non-snacking diets 
and floride, dental caries can be re- 
duced by 80 per cent in this country. 
Figures from various studies substan- 
tiated his statement. 


So it appears sugar is not an entire- 


ly blameless substance but that it is 
not the poison many faddists think it, 
is. 


Dr. Palumbo suggested these guide- 


lines: for a daily diet, 45 to 50 per 
cent carbohydrate 'which includes 
simple sugars); 35 per cent fat (the 
average American is now eating 
about 50 per cent fats in his diet); and 
20 per cent protein. 


He and others stressed sensible 


weight control and moderation. It is 
calories and fats we need to watch, 
said Palumbo. Not sugar.

She prepares 
Oriental menu 
for a new year 


Fix a savory, slow-cooked beanpot

The first lunar moon after the pass- 


ing of Aquarius (the shortest day of 
the year) designates a new year for 
the Chinese and is the signal for 
Marge Hatnmerstrom of Arlington 
Heights to plan a special celebration. 


From the time her three children 


were young, Marge has livened up 
family dinners by planning ethnic 
menus. Occasionally she has an Ital- 
ian night or a Mexican night, decora- 
ting the table appropriately and 
serving food indigenous to the coun- 
try. These meals always please her 
husband, Don, and their children. 


On Jan. 31, 1976, the year of the 


Dragon commences for the Chinese, 
and Marge will prepare the family's 
favorite Oriental meal. She considers 
this day an excellent excuse for a din- 
ner party, too. 


A few Japanese lanterns hung over 


the table, an Oriental doll centerpiece 
and chopsticks at each place set the 
stage for this tasty menu. 


"Everyone enters into the fun and 


tries using chopstocks," Marge said. 
"However, if they become defeated, 
forks are available." 


Although Marge is uncertain about 


the authenticity of her recipes, they 
nonetheless have an Oriental flavor 
and are always well received. 


Beef and Peppers is made with 


round steak and green peppers cut in 
narrow strips and cooked in a sauce 
well seasoned with garlic and soy 
sauce. Pineapple Chicken calls for 
strips of chicken cooked with pine- 
apple chunks in pineapple juice and 
soy sauce. Both dishes are easy to 
prepare and can be made ahead and 
reheated. The sweet chicken dish 
complements the more tangy flavor of 
the beef and peppers. 


Although long grain, saffron or wild 


rice could be served, Marge prefers a 
plain rice to bring out the delicate fla- 
vors of the meat. Sometimes she 
serves barbecued ribs along with 
these entrees, and suggests butter or 
snow peas, a fruit salad such as or- 
ange and grapefruit segments, and 
hot rolls as accompaniments.. For des- 
sert, she recommends a light sherbet 
or plain Ice cream with fortune cook- 
ies. 


Cooking is just one of Marge's 


creative outlets. She spins her own. 
wool, colors the yarn with natural 
dyes, weaves and knits. In addition, 
she quilts. 


BEEF AND PEPPERS

Restaurants that specialize in low 


calorie food are every dieter's dream. 
Two California establishments, owned 
by Carol and Gene Schrier, make it 
reality. 


They say a guest could have a 


cheese 
cake breakfast, Bavarian 


stuffed cabbage for lunch, barbecued 
knockwurst for dinner, and.chocolate 
sundaes after both lunch and dinner 
for a total of fewer than 800 calories. 
Adding lasagna for a late night snack 
would still total under 1,000 calories. 


The Senders' pastries are made 


with ground bread instead of flour, 
and nonfat dry milk instead of milk 
and cream.'Frozen fruit is used in- 
stead of prepared fruit mixes for pies. 
Artificial sweeteners substitute for 
sugar, and diet margarine for butter. 


Meat dishes are made with veal;' 


which is lower in.fat than beef, and 
all vegetables are fresh. But the se- 
cret, Schrier said, is knowing how to 
mix the spices. 


Here is the Schriers' recipe for a 


popular dinner entree, Veal Ball Stew. 


Combine one cup of tomato juice 


with one and one-half cups of water, 
one and one-half teaspoons of beef 
bouillon granules, one medium zuc- 
chini, half a green pepper, one cup of 
chopped carrots, one-fourth cup of 
chopped onions, one-fourth teaspoon 
of allspice and one-half teaspoon each 
of salt and ground pepper. Place over 
low heat until vegetables are tender 
but crisp. 


While vegetables cook, mix three; 


fourths teaspoon of cinnamon and ar- 
tificial sweetener equal to four tea- 
spoons of sugar.with one pound of 
lean ground veal. Shape into balls 
about one and a half indies in diame- 
ter. Bake 10 minutes in a preheated 
400 degree oven. For serving, pour 
vegetable mixture over meatballs. 


Schrier said the calorie content 


might not be exact, because he scaled 
down the restaurant recipe to serve 


four persons. At the Slender Spoon, a 
12-ounce serving, which includes four 
ounces of meat, plus vegetables and 
sauce, would total about 200 calories.

Spoon sauce over saus- 
age occasionally. Makes 8 to 10 
servings.

Chinese holiday calls for appropriate dinner 


Thaw whom Santa Claus blessed 


with a new Wok set and a book of 
Chinese recipes are ahead of the 
game in preparing for the Year of the 
Dragon (Year 4674). 


The Chinese New Year is Jan. 30. 


Even those without the basic Chinese 
utensils will enjoy preparing a special 
sweet 'n' sour pineapple chicken In a 
deep-sided skillet for the occasion. 


This is a Cantonese-inspired dish 


which takes only five to seven min- 
utes of final stir-frying time-after the 
vegetables and chicken are prepared. 
Serve with steamed rice, greens 
tossed with bean sprouts, mushroom 
slices and a soy-oil and vinegar dress* 
ing, green tea. For dessert, ice cream 
or pineapple and fortune cookies. 


CANTONESE PINEAPPLE 


CHICKEN

3 whole or 6 half chicken breasts*

Place chicken in 
marinade and turn to coat evenly with 
marinade. Saute onion and green pep- 
per in hot oil in skillet (10 to 12-inch), 
stirring until vegetables are crisp-ten- 
der. Add chicken arid marinade. Cook, 
stirring over medium-high heat about 
5 to 7 minutes, until chicken turns 
white and cooks through. Add pine- 
apple chunks and heat few minutes 
more. Stir in tomatoes. Serve over hot 
cooked rice. Makes 4 to 5 servings. 


M O T E : boning whole chicken 


breasts; Use a sharp knife with a 
6-inch blade. The thinner and sharper 
the blade, the better for boning. 


(1) Place chicken breast, skin side 


down, on cutting board. With knife, 
cut just through white gristle at neck 
end of breast bone (dark bone at cen- 
ter of breast). Bend chicken breast 
back and press flat with hands to ex- 
pose breast bone; loosen bone by run- 
ning tip of index finger around both 
sides; remove in one or two pieces. 


(2) Insert tip of knife under long rib 


bone and cut free from meat. Lifting 
bone away from breast, cut meat 
from rib cage, cutting around outer 
edge of breast up to shoulder joint 
and then through joint. (This removes 
entire rib cage). 


(3) Working from ends of wishbone, 


scrape flesh away from each piece of 
bone. 


(4) Slip knife underneath white ten- 


dons on either side of breast and loo- 
sen and pull out. Remove skin. Bones 
and skin may be used for stock.)

Combine 
preserves, mayonnaise, minced onion, 
catsup and cinnamon. Spoon over 
chickens in pan. Cover and bake for 
25 minutes. Uncover, spoon some of 
the sauce over chicken. Return to 
oven and bake uncovered, until golden 
brown, 10 to 15 minutes longer. Makes 
8 portions.

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How not to pay ihe increasing cost of food 


Food costs were up again last year 


and consumers take the news with a 
sigh, perhaps a groan. Already the 
family food budget has probably been 
cut back. But with the prospect of an- 
other year of creeping costs which 
will take more dollars away from the 
family's clothing or entertainment 
fund, the Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice has some suggestions for curtail- 
ing money spent in the supermarket. 


More of the food dollar is spent for 


meats and protein foods than for .any 
other food group so a savings here 
has major impact for your budget, 
said Irene Downey, University of Illi- 
nois Extension food and nutrition spe- 
cialist. 


According to a 1073 survey, 42 cents 


s - just slightly under half — of every 


dollar spent for farm-produced foods 
went for meat, poultry and eggs. 
When costs rise, this food group often 
takes an even greater share, she said. 


NUTRITIONALLY, 
many 
spend 


more for this nutrient than necessary. 
Two servings, two Jo three ounces 
each, of lean cooked meat, poultry or 
fish will provide over half the protein 
needs of the average adult. The re- 
maining amount is provided by eating 
the recommended number of servings 
from the milk and bread and cereal 
groups, she said. 


It's no secret that ground beef is 


one of the best buys at the meat 


Garbage cuts away at food dollar 


Reducing food waste makes the food supply go 


farther and cuts food costs. 


Irene Downey, University of Illinois Extension food 


and nutrition specialist, said that small daily savings 
add up to a substantial amount in annual food costs. 
For example, If you carelessly throw out one table- 
spoon of flour a day, it means about six pounds a 
ycpr. A slice of bread wasted every day adds up to 
more than 22 loaves of bread purchased but not ea- 
ten during the year. 


Here are some tips to reduce your food waste: 
Use standard measuring cups and spoons for mea- 


suring all ingredients. Unless measuring is accurate, 
much food is wasted. For example, in making bis- 
cuits or flouring meats, don't use ao much flour 
that some will be thrown away. 


Roast meats at a low temperature (300 to 325 de- 


gress) to prevent excessive shrinkage. Shrinkage in- 
creases the cost per serving. 


DON'T THROW good nutrients into the garbage 


The skin and outer leaves of many fruits and vege- 
tables contain important nutrients. 


Leave the skins on potatoes, carrots, apples, and 


pears for baking, boiling, or scalloping. For scallop- 
Ing with peelings on, slice the pieces thinner than 
usual and the skins will seem more tender. 


Leave the skins on apples, pears, apricots or car- 


rots for use in salads. 


Leave the crust on bread in making sandwiches. 
Mix the leaves of such vegetables as cauliflower, 


broccoli, beets, and turnips with other greens. 


In making salads, cut or shred the vegetables and 


PRY CELERY, parsley, dill, mint, sage, thyme 


and savory leaves for seasoning soups, sauces, sal- 
ads, meat balls and dressing. 


Prepare at one time only the amount of food that 


can be eaten before it spoils. 


Leaving even small bits of food on the plate three 


times a day totals into considerable waste in a year. 
Ms Downey suggests smaller first servings, and 
then second servings if desired. 


Cut slices of bread in half and in fourths for chil- 


dren. 


When serving fruit salad or hot bread and jelly, 


don t serve dessert. 


Use leftovers promptly — don't let them spoil in 


your refrigerator. 


Save bread scraps, dry and roll Into crumbs for 


pudding, scalloped dishes, croquettes, meat loaf, 
cookies, muffins and cakes, Ms. Downey continues. 


Before you throw any food out, ask yourself: can 


this be used to make some other food more tas- 
ty7 


Chocolate 
9s sweet story 


Americans have always had a sweet 


tooth. Nevertheless, chocolate got off 
to a slow start in this country, with no 
inkling that it would turn into an in- 
dustry with sales in excess of a billion 
dollars annually, according to the 
Chocolate Manufacturers Association 
of the U.S.A. 


In the early 1700s, chocolate pro- 


duced in Europe could be found in a 
few apothecary shops in New York 
and Philadelphia. In 1755, raw cocoa 
beans were imported for the first time 
by Massachusetts traders who sailed 
to South America and the West Indies. 
These beans necessarily required ex- 
tensive processing, and in 1765 an Ir- 
ish immigrant, John Hannon — with 
the financial backing of a wealthy 
doctor — established the first Ameri- 
can chocolate factory in Dorchester, 
Mass. 


It is not surprising that a doctor fi- 


nanced the first chocolate factory. At 
that time, doctors were very inter- 
ested in chocolate as a way to im- 
prove the unpleasant taste of some 
medicines. At this time, it was neces- 
sary to hand-grind cocoa beans to 
manufacture chocolate. And what pro- 
f ess ion could have been better 
equipped to do this than the medical, 
skilled at using mortar and pestle? 
This ability, coupled with their profes- 
sional needs, turned many physicians 
into producers of confections. Gener- 
ally, "confections" were defined as 
medicines made palatable with the 
addition of sugar and spices. Around 
1770, when the Scotsman James Watt 
had perfected his steam engine, the 
laborious job of grinding beans went 
from hand to machine. 


SINCE THE TIME of the Aztecs, 


man has loved the taste of chocolate, 
but be hasn't always loved its price. 
When chocolate was introduced to Eu- 
rope it sold for $2.50 to $5 per pound, 
and prices remained high Into the 19th 
century. 


Yet the demand for chocolate was 


fhcre — if the price was right. Several 
inventions, notably water power and 
later steam power, allowed chocolate 
makers to produce more and more 
chocolate at lower and lower prices. 
The quality and variety of the product 
also improved considerably. Two 
landmark discoveries in Europe, C.J. 
Van Houten's production of cocoa 
powder in 1828 and M. Daniel Peter's 
creation of milk chocolate in 1875, did 
much to stimulate the public's taste 
for chocolate and spur its production 
and consumption both in Europe and 
America. 


The latter part of the 19th century 


was the glorious period of penny can- 
dy, when chocolate was produced in 
huge "planks" 18 Inches long, two 
inches thick and 12 inches wide. A 
shopkeeper had to use a small ham- 
mer and chisel to break the mam- 
moth bar into pieces to fill a "penny" 


process, making chocolate still more 
available to the general public. All 
these inventions laid the groundwork 
for the modern chocolate industry we 
know today. 


AT THE BEGINNING of the 20th 


century, chocolate manufacturers be- 
gan experimenting with a product 
now found in just about every super- 
market, drug or variety store across 
the country: the chocolate bar. The 
first bars were sheets of milk choco- 
late, usually containing peanuts, that 
the storekeeper sliced into three 
sizes: penny, nickel and dime. Even- 
tually, to save time, individually- 
wrapped bars appeared. 


In the military sector, the record 


shows that provisions for General 
Braddock's army (in which George 
Washington served), fighting in the 
Alleghenies against the French and 
Indians in 1755, included chocolate. 
Besides the ready energy chocolate 
provided, it also served as a pleasant 
reminder of their faraway homes to 
the ragged, hungry soldiers. 


Chocolate was first shipped abroad 


to U.S. troops stationed in the Philip- 
pines in 1898 during the Spanish- 
American War, but it did not regu- 
larly appear as an on-the-march item 
until 1908. During World War I, one- 
ounce chocolate cakes were issued as 
part of survival kits. They tasted so 
good, however, that troops wolfed 
them down as soon as they were is- 
sued, forgetting they were to be re- 
served for emergencies. During World 
War II, chocolate became a staple 
item in GI rations and American 
manufacturers voluntarily set aside 
half their production for the armed 
services. 


The tradition of American love for 


chocolate continues today. On the av- 
erage, each American annually con- 
sumes more than 17 pounds of candy 
of which two-thirds is chocolate in 
some form. 


counter but which is the best bargain 
— "regular," "lean,'' or "extra 
lean?" Usually it's that package of 
"regular" ground beef, said Ms. 
Downey. 


To compare the cost of lean in vari- 


ous forms of ground beef, she said to 
divide the price per pound of each 
type by the per cent of lean it con- 
tains. If the package does not list the 
per cent of lean, ask the butcher. 


AT $1.05 PER POUND, "regular" 


ground beef, containing 70 per cent 
lean, actually costs $1.50 per pound of 
lean meat. In comparison, the $1.29 
pound of "lean" ground beef, with 75 
per cent lean, costs $1.72 per pound of 
lean meat. Thus "regular" ground 
beef is thtt best buy. 


For a rule of thumb, Ms. Downey 


said the "regular" ground beef is the 
best buy when the price range be- 
tween "regular" and "lean" is 10 
cents per pound or more. 


You are not cheating your family of 


food value when you stretch meats, 
with rice, macaroni, spaghetti or oth- 
er cereals, she added. If whole grain 
or enriched, these extenders also have 
food value — some protein, B vita- 
mins and iron, as well as carbohy- 
drate. 


EGGS ARE A good low-cost substi- 


tute for meat, she continued. They 
furnish good-quality protein, iron and 
vitamins. 


Follow the rule of seven when buy- 


ing eggs, she said. If there is less 
than seven cents difference between 
sizes, the larger size is the better buy. 
If there is more than seven cents dif- 
ference between sizes, the smaller 
size is the better buy. 


Being a wise shopper for fruits and 


vegetables is especially important in 
inflationary times, according to Ms. 
Downey. These foods rank second to 
meats in the amount spent on them. 


Nutritionally, we should not skimp 


on fruits and vegetables, she said. 
They are valuable sources of vitamins 
and minerals and especially impor- 
tant in the diet for vitamins A and C. 
As prices rise and food budgets tight- 
en, don't cut down on the amount of 
fruits and vegetables you eat. But do 
look for ways to save pennies on the 
ones you buy, she said. 


BE KNOWLEDGEABLE about nu- 


tritive value. Get a list of those fruits 
and vegetables which are good 
sources of vitamin C, vitamin A., or 
both. When the price of one food goes 
up, you can usually select a nutri- 
tional substitute at a lower cost, she 
said. 


Keep the nutrients you pay for, she 


continued. Care for and cook vege- 
tables properly to prevent waste and 
preserve nutrients.

buy. And be wise in selecting con- 
venience vegetables. Instant mashed 
potatoes and frozen French fries often' 
are tower cost than the homemade 
product. But boil-in-bag frozen vege- 
tables and frozen vegetables with 
sauce cost more than the frozen vege- 
table you cook and then add your own 
sauce, she said. 


Consumption of whole grain cereals 


has declined in recent years In this 
country, but with rising food prices, 
cereal foods may return to favor as a 
staple food hi many American meals, 
said Ms. Downey. 


Whole grained and enriched foods 


generally have a high ratio of nutri- 
tive value to cost, she said. According 
to a dietary household survey in the 
mid-1960s, cereal products provided 20 
per cent of the protein, from 20 to 40 
per cent of the B vitamins, and about 
30 per cent of the iron in the Ameri- 
can diet. 


Yet these foods usually take only 


about 15 per cent of the family food 
dollar. 


To get the most nutrition for your 


money, buy whole grain and enriched 


breads, she said. Nutritionists recom- 
mend eating four servings of whole 
grain and enriched cereals each day. 
These should be the fairly plain ce- 
reals and breads — not the ones made 
with high amounts of sugar and fat. 


Ms. Downey has four suggestions 


for holding down bread costs: 


• Consider making your own bread, 


or at least some of it. Savings are 
greatest if you buy flour in quantity 
and if you use dry milk instead of 
fresh milk. With modern bread-baking 
techniques, bread can be made simply 
and quickly at home. 


• Buy day-old bread whenever you 


can at the supermarket or at bakery 
thrift shops. Bread doesn't change in 
nutritive value as it gets older. 


• Evaluate your use of convenience 


bread products such as croutons, 
crumbs, and stuffing. Check how 
much you pay per pound for these 
convenience foods. You may save 
money by making your own. 


• And finally, compare prices of 


ready-to-eat, frozen, refrigerated, and 
dry mix breads and rolls. The current 
price range can be as wide as 20 to 30 
cents and more, Ms. Downey con- 
cludes.

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2 lady cops 
learn to 'take 
it like a man9

Women police may still be consid- 


ered a new experience in law enforce- 
ment but two Northwest suburban fe- 
male cops are gaining some of the 
seasoning of case-hardened veterans. 


And at times, the learning process 


has not been pleasant. 


"I've gotten punched already," said 


Kathy Byrne, remembering the time 
when she and some fellow officers 
were called to break up a fight. I saw 
stars," she said. 


BYRNE, 26, Joined the department-^ 


almost two yean ago and has a degree 
in elementary education from Illinois 
State University. She is one of three 
women officers in the department. 


Chert Laureys, a Mount Prospect 


policewoman for six months, said 
like Byrne, she has handled a lot of 
routine burglary and theft case re- 
ports and written a lot of tickets. 


But Laureys, 25 has had a few 


touchy moments in her brief career 


One time she had to watch over a 


girl who was apparently on drugs and 
acting irrational. They were waiting 
for a private ambulance to arrive. 


"One minute she'd be swearing like 


a truck driver and the next, she'd be 
talking very nice to us," she said. 


"SHE SAID she was getting sick 


and I took her to the bathroom. Then 
she tried to close the door on me So I 
had to take her, pull her back out of 
there and put her in a chair," she 
said. 


"I had to literally sit on her to keep 


her down," she said. "That was about 
the longest 45 minutes I'd spent in a 
long time." 


But despite the rough moments, 


Laureys and Byrne enjoy their work 
as policewomen, saying it's a good 
deal more Interesting and challenging 
than the secretarial jobs both left be- 
hind to become police officers. 


"The guys I work with are very 


helpful and they're willing to take the 
time to explain the things I don't un- 
derstand," said Byrne, who is mar- 
ried to an accounting student. 


LAUREYS SAID her male col- 


leagues seem to have accepted her. 
Once in the squad car, it makes no 
difference whether you're a man or 
woman, you're just another officer on 
the beat, she said. 


"You have a certain area to patrol 


and if someone needs assistance, and 
it's next to you, you get called to go 
In. It's the same thing for me if I need 
a backup (assistance), it's the car 
that's closest to me that conies in, 
whoever they may be." 


Laureys and Byrne each said a

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Special census may add 


,000 to city coffers 


A special census of areas recently 


annexed to Des Flames could make 
the city eligible for more than $42,000 
in additional tax revenue annually. 


City Comptroller Duane Bhetz made 


the projection Wednesday, based on 
estimates that the city has added 
more than 2,000 residents since the 
1970 census, when the city's popu- 
lation was set at 57,239 


The additional tax revenue would 


come to the city in "the form of state 
income takes, state motor fuel taxes 
and possibly federal revenue-sharing 
funds. 


THE FUNDS ARE disbursed to mu- 


nicipalities based on their popula- 
tions. The population figures, how- 
ever, must be verified by an official 
federal census. 


Blietz said if the city's population is 


verified by the special census, the city 
could get $21,820 in additional state in- 
come tax and $21,840 in motor fuel tax 
funds. 


City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach said 


the U.S. Census Bureau has given the 
city permission to conduct the special 
census, and estimates the cost at 
$1,470 Of that amount, $1,135 would 
go to the federal government and the 
remainder would be used to pay for 
census takers. 


Mrs. Rohrbach said she will ask the 


city council to approve the special 
census Monday night. If approved, the 
census would be conducted for about 
a week in the spring and the results 
would be available about 12 weeks lat- 
er. 


"I WOULD HOPE that by July we 


would have everything finalized," 
Mrs. Rohrbach said.

Staff cuts to ease costs 
catches ear of Dist. 63 


Reducing the number of teachers, 


secretaries and administrative help m 
East Maine Dist. 63 have been dis- 
cussed by the school board as ways to 
reduce expenses in the district's defi- 
cit budget next year. 


The board Tuesday discussed 


changing the number of students per 
teacher in the grade schools, which 
would allow the district to cut about 
11 teachers next year at a savings of 
$131,000. 


Currently the district has about 25 


students per teacher in the elementa- 
ry schools at all grade levels. The 
proposed change would keep 25 stu- 
dents per kindergarten teacher, re- 
duce class size to 23 students per 
teacher in grades 1-3 and increase 
class size to 28 students per teacher in 
grades 4-6. 


THE BOARD earlier discussed in- 


creasing junior high class sizes from 16 
to 22 students per teacher, which 
would allow the district to cut about 
24 junior high teachers at a savings of 
$262,000. 


Several board members questioned 


why a lower student-teacher ratio was 
proposed by the administration for the 
primary grades than'for the inter- 
mediate grades. 


"I think it is educationally sound to 


provide smaller class sizes in the 
primary level," said Supt. G. Allan 
Gogo. "Hopefully students will build 
upon basic skills they acquire in the 
primary grades." 


He said a smaller ratio was pro- 


posed for the junior highs because the 
district offers a more diversified pro- 
gram at these schools. 


The board also considered cutting 


the number of secretaries in the dis- 
trict from 43 to 31, saving $58,620. 
Currently the district has four secre- 
taries at Apollo Junior High School, 
five at Gemini Junior High School and 
two at all the elementary schools ex- 
cept Ballard School, which has one 
secretary. The central office has 17 
secretaries. 


Press barred from Patty jury selection 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Acting 


at the request of the defense, a feder- 
al Judge Wednesday barred the press 
and questioned prospective jurors at 
the Patricia Hearst trial in a sealed 
courtroom. 


U.S. District Judge Oliver J. Carter 


ruled that reporters should be ex- 
cluded while he asks possible Jurors 
about any personal bias they might 
have concerning the bizarre kidnap- 
bank robbery case that could prevent 
then from serving impartially. 


By the end of Wednesday's miteii, 


Carter bad interrogated seven men 


and women out of a bloc of 36 who 
had cleared preliminary hurdles. 


The judge gave tentative approval 


to four of the seven and excused three 
others for reasons unknown since the 
press was locked out of the chamber 
adjoining the main courtroom. 


Carter was to proceed in the same 


fashion Thursday. 'Questioning was 
taking such a lengthy time that it ap- 
peared doubtful whether 12 regular Ju- 
rors and four alternates could be ap- 
proved earlier than Friday. 


Defense lawyer1 F. Lee Bailey, who 


successfully protested that reporters 


should be kept out until the final jury 
is sequestered, said the court intended 
to continue the remainder of the inter- 
rogation in private. 


The only persons present' in the 


sealed courtroom were the 21-year-old 
heiress, her parents and sister, Bail- 
ey's wife, defense and prosecution at- 
torneys and court personnel. 


One of those panel members dis- 


missed, Mrs. WiLma F. Brookhauser, 
indicated that she. was questioned 
about whether Miss, Hearst partici- 
patod hi her own kidnaping, and she 
said she told the Judge she had suspi- 


cions that the defendant either helped 
plan it or had advance knowledge of 
it. 


She also said she felt she was prob- 


ably prejudiced against Miss Hearst 
after seeing photographs of her stand- 
ing with a gun in the lobby of the 
bank she is accused of robbing.

"Reflecting about it, I thought what

Republican leaders in the 10t>h Con- 


gressional District, who were stag- 
gered by the loss of a GOP seat in 
Congress in 1974, are about to com- 
plete a sophisticated poll that will 
form the battle plan in an attempt to 
recapture the seat. 


Officials in New Trier, Northfield, 


Evanston and Niles Republican Or- 
ganizations paid more than $3,000 to 
conduct the poll, Maine Township 
GOP leaders were invited to contrib- 
ute, but did not. 


Party officials were reluctant to dis- 


cuss details of the survey. The final 
report will not be completed until the 
end of the month However, it was 
learned 1,000 persons in the district, 
including residents of Des Plaines and 
Maine Township, were asked 92 ques- 
tions dealing with issues and name 
identification of some candidates. 


PRELIMINARY ISSUES identified 


by the poll as most important to vot- 
ers were inflation and the economy. 
Several sources indicated the respond- 
ents in the survey blamed government 
and labor unions for the problems. 


The results of the poll will be made 


available to congressional candidates 
who are hoping to win the Republican 
nomination for Congress in the March 
16 primary and unseat U.S. Rep. Ab- 
ner Mikva in November. The poll was 
designed by a professional pollster 
who is active in the New Trier Town- 
ship Republican Organization. 


Some observers are eyeing the re- 


sponse blaming "big government and 
labor unions" for the nation's troubles 
as a valuable tool to use against Mik- 
va, who has received labor support in 
past campaigns. 


Although it did not specifically test 


the strength of the three candidates in 
the Republican congressional prima- 
ry, name recognition questions were 
asked. Former Congressman Samuel 
H Young, who was beaten by Mikva 
in 1974 and is making a comeback try 
this year, and Mikva both drew an 80 
per cent name recognition. 


SEVERAL SOURCES noted State 


Sen. John Nlmrod, R-Glenvtew, 
scored about 40 per cent name recog- 
nition in the district as the state sena- 
tor. He is also a candidate,,for con- 


The third GOP congressional hope- 


ful, Daniel Hales, a newcomer, did 
not show much name recognition 
among the people asked, but it was 
noted by several sources Hales did not 
begin to campaign until late Novem- 
ber and the poll was taken during the 
following month. 


Other reported findings in the sur- 


vey include the fact the district, 
which was once looked upon as being 
staunchly Republican, is now evenly 
split among Democrats, GOP and in- 
dependent voters. 


The pollsters also found strong 


name recognition for GOP gubernato- 
rial candidate James Thompson, but 
little identification for his opponent 
Richard Cooper, who lives in the dis- 
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trict but has never been active in poli- 
tics. Ironically, before launching his 
campaign for governor, Cooper had 
planned to run for Congress in the dis- 
trict. 


ON THE DEMOCRATIC side, GOT. 


Daniel Walker has a nearly perfect 
name recognition rating, but only 22 
per cent approved of his activities. 
His opponent, Sec. of State Michael 
Hewlett, received a 49 per cent ap- 
proval rating. 


David Brown, New Trier Township 


Republican committeeman, who is 
coordinating the poll and the final re- 
port, declined to discuss any of the 
specific findings of the poll, but other 
party leaders in the district were 
more talkative. 


"We paid money for this survey and 


we are not about to start giving away 
the information that might be helpful 
to the Democrats and Mikva," Brown 
said. 


Several political observers indicated 


the polling effort was one of the most 
sophisticated 
ever undertaken by 


township-level political leaders. 
Brown said there are plans to resur- 
vey the area after the primary elec- 
tions and once next fall before the No- 
vember general election.

Swami preaches life of meditation

Swami Rama is a gentle, soft-spo- 


ken man of SO who speaks with the 
wisdom of one much older, yet has 
the unblemished features of a youth. 


The white fabric wrap he wears, the 


deep color of his skin and the con- 
troled and almost floating movements 
he makes contribute to the mystique 
that surrounds him. 


He is like a creation of the German 


author, Herman Hesse, who probed 
the spiritual mysteries of the eastern 
culture in his novel, "Siddhartha." 
• 


HIS LIFE IS one of teaching and 


practicing Hatha yoga and medita- 
tion. His mission is to persuade the 
hustling American society to slow 
down for a few minutes each day and 
examine itself from the inside out. 


The Indian-born swami visited one 


of his yoga centers in Mount Prospect 
this week to lecture on his meditation 
"in action" — the idea that man can 
meditate anywhere he wants. 


The Lotus Yoga Center, 34 S. Main 


St., is one of 92 centers that Swami 
Rama has established throughout the 
world during the past 13 years. 


There are an estimated 1.5 million 


followers of the Glenview-based Hi- 
m a l a y a n International Institute, 
which he founded in 1963. That was 
after he had finished using all of Eu- 
rope and the eastern world as his 
classroom for studying world reli- 
gions, languages and philosophy. 


SWAMI RAMA writes books about 


his teachings and travels much of the 
world to lecture. He's convinced that 


Americans are most in need "of 
bringing the body, mind, and all of 
life's conflicts into balance," he said. 


"American people are very emo- 


tionally powerful people, but they 
don't know how to organize their emo- 
tions.

Political ivrapup 
Nimrod urges state budget-cutting session 


State Sen. John Nimrod, R-Glenview, called Wednesday for a 


special session of the Illinois General Assembly to make the un- 
precedented move of cutting the current state budget. 
' 


Nimrod said he is convinced the action is necessary because of 


the state's worsening financial problems. Some officials believe the 
state could finish the current fiscal year on June 30 with a deficit of 
$100 million — the first deficit in state history. 


Nimrod, who is also a candidate seeking the Republican nomi- 


nation in the 10th Congressinal District, said he has assigned an 
aide to determine where the budget cuts should be made. 


"THE CUTS MUST BE made and they must be made now," 


Nimrod said. He agreed the move would probably mean some 
short-term layoffs for state workers, but added most of the cuts 
could come from equipment purchases and capitol improvement 
programs. 


Nimrod said recent testimony before the Senate Fiscal Com- 


mittee revealed the size of the deficit. 


Walker administration officials have refused to concede there will 


be a deficit, but have admitted that while the state will end the 
fiscal year with a cash balance of $110 million, the lapse period 
spending will amount to over $200 million. Lapse period spending is 
an accounting mechanism used by the state for a 90-day period at 


the end of a,fiscal year to clear bills incurred during that year 
Some state officials say by subtracting the^ cash balance from the 
lapse spending estimate, the state's anticipated deficit can be cal- 
culated, 


Nimrod said unless the present state spending is cut reverqr 


received during fiscal 1977 will have to be used to pay fiscal 1976 
bills 


He said he has not asked for the General Assembly to convene at 


a specific time. The lawmakers are not scheduled to return to 
Springfield until March 3 to receive Walker's fiscal 1977 budget 
message. They are not expected to return for any lengthy sessions 
until after the March 16 primary.

Small budget for Prospect Hts. city 
No taxes 
in incorporation

A news analysis 


Prospect Heights residents can ex- 


pect a government designed to get the 
new city on its feet without any addi- 
tional taxation if Saturday's in- 
corporation referendum is .approved. 


The city government ;will assume 


zoning control and provide basic ser- 
vices such as police protection and 
street maintenance with tax funds 
currently collected by the county for' 
the same kinds of services. 


The $538,685 first-year budget is 


small but is designed to gain broad 
community support by setting up the 
machinery of government for .the 
same price charged by the county. 


THE PRIMARY difference will be 


that an elected city council of Pros- 
pect Heights residents will make the 
decision on how and where the money 
is spent. That privilege now belongs 
to the county board. Incorporation 
will allow residents to solve their own 
problems as they see fit. 


However, the city government, 


which proposes no new or additional 
taxes, may not be possible in- 
definitely. As new and improved ser- 
vices are demanded by the residents, 
additional revenues will have to be 
generated to cover the cost. 


Although a municipal property tax 


will not initially be levied by the city, 
residents should realize that this and 
other taxes could be imposed in the 
future to cover the spiraling costs that 
all municipalities have experienced. 


Officials for the Prospect Heights 


Improvement Assn., the group that is 
backing incorporation, agree that the 
first-year budget will not offer much 
in the way of new services, and that 
future taxation will be a matter for 
the city council and residents to de- 
cide. 


BUT, ENOUGH tax revenues are 


currently being generated to support: 
the new city if Prospect Heights resi- 
dents vote in favor of incorporation

them from serving impartially. 


By the end of Wednesday's sessions, 


Carter bad interrogated seven men 


and women out of a blop of 36 who 
had cleared preliminary hurdles. 


The judge gave tentative approval, 


to four of the seven and excused three 
others for reasons unknown since the 
press was locked out of the chamber 
adjoining the main courtroom. 


Carter was to proceed in the same 


fashion Thursday. Questioning was 
taking such a lengthy time that it ap- 
peared doubtful whether 12 regular ju- 
rors and Tour alternates could be ap- 
proved earlier than Friday. 


Defense lawyer F. Lee Bailey, who 


'successfully protested that reporters 


should be kept out until the final jury 


• is sequestered, said the court intended 
to continue the remainder of the inter- 
rogation in private. 


The only,^'persons''present in the 


sealed courtroom were the 21-year-old 
. heiress, her parents, and sister, Bail- 
ey's wife, defense and prosecution at- 
torneys and court personnel.

The city's projected $605,505 tax in- 


come will begin funneling into Pros- 
pect Heights about three months after 
city officials are elected and pass the 
necessary ordinances to receive the 
funds. 


The city, although mainly a bed- 


room community, will have a com- 
mercial tax base of about 220 busi- 
nesses located at the Willow Park 
Shopping Center, Palatine and Mil- 
waukee roads; the Ascot Shopping 
Center, Camp McDonald and Wolf 
roads; a shopping center at Camp 
McDonald and Elmhurst roads; and 
other businesses located on Palatine 
and Rand roads. 


State and county officials have veri- 


fied the PMIA's estimated sources of 
income for the first year which In- 
clude: $190,000 in municipal retail 
sales tax; $122,000 in personal Income 
tax rebates; $47,840 in federal revenue 
sharing funds If the program contin- 
ues; $136,500 in motor fuel tax funds; 
$14,699 in road and bridge funds; and 
$84,770 from city vehicle stickers, 


ADMINISTRATION COSTS will to- 


tal about $105,100 the first year, in- 
cluding rented municipal offices. A 
city manager, who will oversee daily 
operations, will be hired full-time for 
$18,000 a year. A clerk-treasurer, who 
will handle the city's finances, will 
also be hired full-time for $10,000 a 
year and a secretary will be hired for 
$7,500 annually, according to the 
PHIA's proposed budget. 


The city will also retain an attorney 


and an engineer, for a combined 
$30,000 yearly salary, as their services 
are needed. 


Much of the remaining govern- 


mental work will likely be done by the 
same kind of volunteers who have or- 
ganized the Incorporation referendum. 
The eight city aldermen and the may- 
or, who will be elected within three 
months after the referendum, will 
serve without pay during their first 
term according to state statutes. 


The most dynamic change that in- 


corporation will bring to Prospect 
Heights residents is improved police 
protection. 


THE CITY WILL contract for 10 


full-time policemen, squad cars, com- 
munication, dispatching and backup 
services the first year from the Cook 
County Sheriff's Police for about 
$220,000. Edmund F. Dobbs, chief of 
the Sheriff's Police, has confirmed 
that the agreement can be worked out 
with the city. 


The contract will provide four times 


the police protection that Prospect 
Heights residents currently receive 
from two Sheriff's policemen who n».

mittee revealed the size of the deficit. 


Walker administration officials have refused to concede there will 


be a deficit, but have admitted that while the state will end the 
fiscal year with a cash balance of $110 million, the lapse period 
spending will amount to over $200 million. Lapse period spending is 
an accounting mechanism used by the state for a 90-day period at 
the end of a fiscal year to clear bills incurred during that year. 
Some state officials say by subtracting the cash balance from the 
lapse spending estimate, the state's anticipated deficit can be cal- 
culated. 


Nimrod said unless the present state spending Is cut revenue 


received during fiscal 1977 will have to be used to pay fiscal 1978 
bills.

He said he has not asked for the General Assembly to convene at 


a specific time. The lawmakers are not scheduled to return to 
Springfield until March 3 to receive Walker's fiscal 1977 budget 
message. They are not expected to return for any" lengthy sessions 
until after the March 16 primary.

"It's the. way of proving that the 


power of the human mind, which we 
often consider mystic, can be scien- 
tifically proven," he said. 


W h e n preschoolers, housewives, 


business executives and senior citizens 
enroll in the yoga meditation courses, 
they do not expect to dive head-on 
into a deep study of the mind. 


""They come because they want to 


learn how to relax. Some want to lose 
weight. Some have anxieties and want 
to clear their head. We have started 
working now with people who have 
serious psychosomatic diseases, alco- 
holism or drug dependence," Swami 
Rama said. His work now involves ex- 
periments at the Forest Hospital, Des 


Plaines and other local mental health 
centers. 


THE YOGA positions are not easily 


learned and demand not only the 
weekly lessons, but the discipb'ne of 
constant practice. The comfort of si- 
lent, meditation comes with the ease 
in physical movement that one gets 
from practicing yoga, he said. 


If the interest is deep enough, some 


students advance and become dis- 
ciples of the Swami at the Glenview 
institute, where they teach, live and 
study. 


Why Glenview, the heart of the mid-

Grove Police Dept. show the use of 
marijuana, alcohol and controled sub- 
stances such as LSD and barbiturates, 
in 1975 is greater than in 1974. , 


Arrests of minors for marijuana use 


are down 22 per cent, but alcohol ar- 
rests increased from 37 in 1974 to 58 in 
1975.

Figures', however, don't tell the 


whole story. Herb Dorn, a biology 
teacher at Buffalo Grave High School 
and a coordinator of the school's drug 
program, said "a majority" of stu- 
dents use some kind of drug, and he 
lays the blame on a combinaton of cu- 
riosity, pressure from friends and a 
lack of communication with parents. 


THE DRUG education 
program 


which runs for one and one-half weeks 
•each school year, tries to make stu- 
dents aware of the ".why" behind 
drugs, Dorn-said. 


Films of high school students ex- 


plaining why they turned to drugs are 
used in conjunction with games and 
discussions aimed at showing students 
how pressure from friends will in- 
fluence their decision to try drugs,' 
Dorn said. 


"There's a lot of pressure to smoke 


pot or drink," Dorn said. "Kids even 
invent pills to impress their friends — 
one guy was picked up for what we 
thought might be marijuana in a cold 
capsule and it turned out to be pars- 
ley."

By the end of Wednesday's sessions, 


Carter had interrogated seven men 


and women out of a bloc of 36 who 
had cleared preliminary hurdles. 


The judge gave tentative approval 


to four of the seven and excused three 
others for reasons unknown since ,the 
press was locked out of the-'chamber 
adjoining the main courtroom. 


Carter was to proceed in the same 


fashion Thursday. Questioning was 
taking such a lengthy time that it ap- 
peared doubtful whether 12 regular ju- 
rors and four alternates could be ap- 
proved earlier than Friday. 
'Defense lawyer F. Lee Bailey, who 
successfully protested that reporters 


should be kept out until, the final jury 
is sequestered, said the'court intended 
to continue the remainder of the inter- 
rogation in private.

'The only -persons present in the ' 


sealed courtroom were the 21-year-old 
heiress, her parents and sister, Bail- 
ey's wife, defense and prosecution at- 
torneys and court personnel.''

indicated that she was questioned ' 
about whether Miss Hearst partici-

A new commuter railroad station 


will be built In downtown Arlington 
Heights by next fall. 


Construction of the new station is 


expected to begin in June, said Vil- 
lage Mgr, L, A. Hanson, and should 
be completed by fall. 


Estimates of the station's cost are 


SI,iO,000 to $150,000, Hanson said. 
Funding will be through a grant from 
the division of public transportation of 
the Illinois Dept. of Transportation. 


Rollins Coakley, Chicago and North 


Western By. manager of commuter 
services, said the new station will be 
on the site of the present one. 


THE ARLINGTON'HEIGHTS stop 


is the busiest station on the railway's 
commuter lines. It draws riders from 
Arlington Heights, Rolling Meadows, 
Buffalo Grove and Prospect Heights. 


The new station is part of a replace- 


ment and rehabilitation program the 
railway is undertaking with the de- 
partment of transportation grant. Sta- 
tions in Evanston, Lombard, Lake 
Bluff and Wheaton will benefit from 
the program, Coakley said. 


The fate of the present station is 


still undetermined. Coakley said it is 
unknown whether it will be razed or 
moved to another location. 


THE PRESENT station would be 


removed, at least partially, before 
construction of the new facility could

No architect for the station has 


been selected, but Hanson said he 
would not favor a building like the sta- 
tion at Arlington Park Race Track. 


"Because it is on the heart of the 


community, I wouldn't want to see a 
rectangular, 
flat-roof 
building. It 


should reflect the town, something 
along colonial lines," Hanson said. , 


He said the new station should 


blend in with the central business dis- 
trict, especially with plans now being 
discussed to improve and beautify the 
downtown area. 


ONE PLAN under 
consideration 


calls for construction of a shopping 
mall on Campbell and Davis streets 
near the station. 


Coakley said discussions between 


the railway and the village also will 
include the proposed railroad under- 
pass at Arlington Heights Road and 


Northwest Highway. 
- 


The village hopes to let contracts 


for the underpass by next spring. The 
project, which still must face public 
hearings, would be funded with feder- 
al, state and local money. 


THE UNDERPASS, if approved, 


would take about three years to com- 
plete and would cost about $11 mil- 
lion, according to Joe Kesler, village 
planner. Kesler said it would involve 
the laying of temporary tracks to the 
south of the present lines until the 
work is completed. 


Although there have been dis- 


cussions for several years about re- 
placing the Arlington Heights station, 
the plan received a boost a year ago 
as part of Gov. Daniel Walker's accel- 
erated building program, designed to 
create jobs. The state work program, 
because it is not federally funded, 
does not have to face lengthy federal 
hearings and bureaucratic red tape, 
state officials said when the project 
first was announced.

She said programs 
should be started by the next school 
year. 


Jack Roeser of Arlington Heights 


questioned the board's recent deci- 
sions on administrative salaries. 
"How does the district expect to 
have any faith in the community when 
the board and administration collabo- 
rated to raise administrative salaries 
as they did?" 


HE SAID THE district also should 


jeut back on the number of adminis- 
trators. 


Mrs. Cummins said administrators 


received an average annual adminis- 
trative salary Increase of 11 per cent.

Taxi cab issue to be decided in private

Elk Grove Village Pres. Charles J. 


Zettek has called for a village board 
closed door session to decide which 
taxi cab firm will be given a village 
franchise despite the village attor- 
ney's opinion that such a meeting 
might be illegal. 


Such a meeting would be illegal, ac- 


cording to the Illinois Open Meeting 
Law, which permits executive ses- 
sions only on pending litigation, the 
hiring and firing of personnel, collec- 
tive bargaining and the purchase of 
real estate. No final action can be tak- 
en at,such a session. 


Zettek proposed the executive ses- 


sion under what he called a "sense of 
fair play" for the current licensee, 


Robert Birks and the Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Cab Co. 


He has not proposed a date for the 


closed meeting. 


"IN FAIRNESS to the cab com- 


panies involved, I don't think certain 
comments can be made with the press 
here," Zettek said Tuesday at a vil- 
lage board committee session. "I 
have some comments I want to make 
but I won't here." 


Service by Birks' company in the 


past year has been criticized by sev- 
eral trustees, at least three of whom 
have indicated they want the taxi 
franchise given to some other firm. 


George Knickerbocker, assistant vil- 


lage attorney, told Zettek he did not 
think the executive session would be 
legal He did agree, however, to re- 


search the question. 


"I don't give a damn what the attor- 


ney says," Zettek said. "I don't think 
that's right to a man. I may be wrong 
in what I say and it would affect his 
business' reputation.

New rail depot planned 
in Arlington by autumn 


by JOE SWICKARD 


A new commuter railroad station 


will be built in downtown Arlington 
Heights by next fall. 


Construction of the new station is 


expected to begin in June, said Vil- 
lage Mgr. L. A. Hanson, and should 
be completed by fall. 


Estimates of the station's cost are 


$130,000 to $150,000, Hanson said. 
Funding will be through a grant from 
the division of public transportation of 
the Illinois Dept. of Transportation. 


Rollins Coakley, Chicago and North 


Western Ry. manager of commuter 
services, said the new station will be 
on the site of the present one. 


THE ARLINGTON HEIGHTS stop 


is the busiest station on the railway's 
commuter lines. It draws riders from 
Arlington Heights, Rojling Meadows, 
Buffalo Grove and Prospect Heights. 


The new station is part of a replace- 


ment and rehabilitation program the 
railway is undertaking with the de- 
partment of transportation grant. Sta- 
tions in Evanston, Lombard, Lake 
Bluff and Wheaton will benefit from 
the program, Coakley said. 


The fate of the present station is 


still undetermined. Coakley said it is 
unknown whether it will be razed or 
moved to another location. 


THE PRESENT station would be 


removed, at least partially, before 
construction of the new facility could 
begin, Coakley said. He said part of the 
present building might be retained as 
a shelter until the new station is com- 
pleted 


No architect for the station has 


been selected, but Hanson said he 
would not favor a building like the sta- 
tion at Arlington Park Race Track. 


"Because it is in the heart of the 


community, I wouldn't want to see a 
rectangular, flat-roof building. It 
should reflect the town, something 
along colonial lines," Hanson said; 


He said the new v station should 


blend in with the central business dis- 
trict, especially with plans now being 
discussed to improve and beautify the 
downtown area. 


ONE PLAN under consideration 


calls for construction of a shopping 


mall on Campbell and Davis streets 
near the station. 


Coakley said discussions between 


the railway and the village also will 
include the proposed railroad under- 
pass at Arlington Heights Road and 
Northwest Highway. 


The village hopes to let contracts 


for the underpass by next spring. The 
project, which still must face public 
hearings, would be funded with feder- 
al, state and local money. 


THE UNDERPASS, if approved, 


would take about three years to com- 
plete and would cost about $11 mil- 
lion, according to Joe Kesler, village 
planner. Kesler said it would involve 
the laying of temporary tracks to the 
south of the present lines until the 
work is completed. 


Although there have been dis- 


cussions for several years about re- 
placing the Arlington Heights station, 
the plan received a boost a year ago 
as part of Gov. Daniel Walker's accel- 
erated building program, designed to 
create jobs. The state work program, 
because it is not federally funded, 
does not have to face lengthy federal 
hearings and bureaucratic red tape, 
state officials said when the project 
first was announced.

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Two women cops 'take it like a man'

Women police may still be consid- 


ered a now experience in law enforce- 
ment but two Northwest suburban fe- 
male cops are gaining some of the 
seasoning of case-hardened veterans 


And at times,, the learning piocess 


has not been pleasant. 


"I've gotten punched already," said 


Kathy Byrne, remembering the time 
when she and some fellow officers 
were called to break up a fight. I saw 
stars," she said 


BYRNE, 26. joined the department 


almost two years ago and has a degree 
in elementary education from Illinois 
State University. She is one of three 
women officers in the department. 


Chert Laureys, a Mount Prospect 


policewoman for six months, said 
like Byrne, she has handled a lot of 
routine burglary and theft case re- 
ports and written a lot of tickets. 


But Laureys, 25 has had a few 


touchy moments in her brief career 
as well. 


One time she had to watch over a 


girl who was apparently on drugs and 
acting irrational They were waiting 
for a private ambulance to arrive. 


"One minute she'd be swearing like 


a truck driver and the next, she'd be 
talking very nice to us," she said. 


"SHE SAID she was getting sick 


and I took her to the bathroom. Then 
she tried to close the door on me. So I 


had to take her, pull her back out of 
there and put her in a chair," she 
said. 


"1 had to literally sit on her to keep 


her down," she said. "That was about 
the longest 45 minutes I'd spent in a 
long time." 


But despite the rough moments, 


Laureys and Byrne enjoy their work 
as policewomen, saying it's a good 
deal more interesting and challenging 
than the secretarial jobs both left be- 
hind to become police officers. 


"The.guys I work with are very 


helpful and they're willing to take the 
time to explain the things I don't un- 
derstand," said Byrne, who is mar- 
ried to an accounting student 


LAUREYS SAID her male col- 


leagues seem to have accepted her 
Once in the squad car, it makes no 
difference whether you'ie a man or 
woman, you're just another officer on 
the beat, she said.i 


"You have a certain area to patrol 


and if someone needs assistance, and 
it's next to you, you get called to go 
in It's the same thing for me if I need 
a backup (assistance), it's the car 
that's closest to me that comes in, 
whoever they may be " 


Laureys and Byrne each said a 


drawback to a woman being a police 
officer is their small physical size 
which may make it difficult to subdue 


an unruly suspect 


"I've found that I've had to rely 


more on talking to people and see if 
that would help, because I know I'm 
not going to be able to overcome a 
6-foot, 200-pound man — there's no 
way," Byrne said "I've called for 
backups before and the guys don't 
feel I'm chicken, I'm just protecting 
myself." 
' 


ON THE OTHER hand, Byrne said, 


it's sometimes easier for a woman to 
handle a volatile situation than a male 
officer. 


"On a couple of calls that I've been 


on, there's been two men ready to 
fight each other and when they saw a 
woman there they were apologizing 
for their actions It completely turned 
the situation in reverse," she said. 


Laureys said she has gone on a 


number of husband-wife dispute calls 
that have been quelled faster because 
she was on the scene 


"When you walk m and it's one man 


and one" woman, I usually talk to the 
wife and the other officer will end up 
talking to the husband 


"I would think she'd (the wife) feel 


she's more understood by another

woman than by another man," Lau- 
reys said.

VOTING FOR THE pledge were 


auditors Glenn Hoffmann, John Jen- 
sen, Walter Wing Jr. and Township 
Supervisor Vernon Laubenstein. 


Auditor Brian E. Carey was absent. 
The pledge had been sought by the 


townships' board to help raise money 
for a building to be located on a two- 
acre site at Nerge and Rohlwing 
roads in Elk Grove Village. 


Elk Grove Township already has 


pledged $100,000 toward its share of 
the cost, with that money also to 
come from a mental health tax levy. 


Jordan Rosen, chairman of the 


mental health board, said Wednesday 
night that 55 per cent of the funding 
for the proposed $660,000 facility will 
come from state and federal funds it 
the remaining money can be raised 
locally. 


TOWNSHIP CLERK Kathleen Woj- 


cik expressed the only objection to the 
pledge. She said the township faces 
other pressing financial obligations 
this year. 


"The question is fiscal responsi- 


bility," she said. She added the town- 
ship could face a need in the near fu- 
ture to build its own mental health 
facility. 


"We have to think of the people 


here," she said. "We're facing many 
things in our budget now, many 
frightening things." 


She said that Schaumburg Township 


residents could still acquire services 
at the mental health facility even if 
the funding pledge was not authorized 
since the township board's effort 
would still be in effect.

the many trivia queries fielded daily 
by the Elk Grove Village Public Li- 
brary's reference department. 


"We get trivia questions all the 


time," said Janet Steiner, adminis- 
trative librarian. Often they are tele- 
phone calls from bars or offices 
where the caller needs a bet settled. 


No one doubts the reference depart- 


ment is one of the busiest in the li- 
brary. "People are looking up dis- 
eases all the time in the medical dic- 
tionary,1; Jean Gross, a reference li- 
brarian," said. "They want consumer 
information every day, too." 


MS. STEINER SAID the type of 


consumer information most sought is 
how various consumer agencies and 
publications rate a product. 


"We have a lot of questions on who 


their Congressmen are, how to write 
to them and so forth," Ms. Steiner 
said. "We get a lot of people who 
want to know the value of antiques. 
Spelling of words you get about once a 
day on the telephone." 


Ms. Gress said the easiest questions 


come from school children, especially 


if they have a class project. She said 
once you have looked up the answer 
for one child, "then it's easy" to an- 
swer the same question for the other 
two dozen students. 


The reference department does get 


the occasional "toughy." however, on 
which it draws a blank. The North 
Suburban Library System comes to 
the rescue then, with its staff of refer- 
ence librarians. 


"THEY ALWAYS come up with an 


answer," Ms. Steiner said. 


Some of the "toughies" have includ- 


ed questions on the technique of spin- 
al manipulation, pictures of old 
treadle-type sewing machines and in- 
formation on the original interiors of 
salt-box farm houses for a re- 
fimshing job 


The latter is an example of the how- 


to-make-something question, which 
Ms. Steiner said is another frequent 
question. She said high school students 
often seek information on colleges, 
too. 


Many older people come to the li- 


brary searching for a quote they half 
remember or a poem for which they 
can only recall a favorite line or two, 
Ms. Steiner said They're at a time 
when they're getting nostalgic or they 
want to share a favorite poem with 
their grandchildren," she said.

Rolling Meadows Library Board 


Pros. Rodney Dahlin expressed op- 
timism Wednesday that a Feb. 28 li- 
brary referendum will win voter ap- 
proval. 


Dahlin said the board plans no spe- 


cial strategy to "sell" a library refer- 
endum to the public. "It was harder 
to convince the council to allow us to 
hold the referendum." he said. 


The city council Tuesday approved 


the library board's request to hold a 
referendum to increase the tax rate af- 
ter the library board dropped the sec- 
ond part of its original request to seek 
voter approval for a $888,000 bond 
sate to construct an addition on the 
building, 3110 Martin Ln, 


Boy. 12, pleads 
guilty in school 
vandalism spree 


A 12-year-old boy pleaded guilty to 


a burglary charge Wednesday in con- 
nection with a $25,000 vandalism spree 
last month at Gregory School in 
Mount Prospect. 


The youth entered his plea during 


an appearance in the Nlles branch of 
Juvenile Court and was scheduled to 
return for sentencing March 17. 


Two other youths, ages 13 and 14, 


are facing similar charges in con- 
nection with the Gregory School van- 
dalism. The pair also is charged for 
damage made at Dunton School, 1200 
S. Dunton Ave., Arlington Heights. 


Officials have estimated total dam- 


age at the two schools was nearly 
$100.000. 


The two older youths, also in court 


Wednesday, did not enter pleas and' 
had their cases continued until March 
3. 


The three youngsters were arrested 


Dec. 29 after Mount Prospect and Ar- 
lington Heights police traced their 
identities through Information sup- 
plied by students at Gregory and Dun- 
ton schools. 


In the attacks, windows and desks 


were smashed while office equipment, 
bookcases and other furniture were 
damaged.

Major clean up operations by school 


officials, parents and students were 
required after the attacks. 


"WE CONTINUED to ask for coun- 


cil approval to hold the (tax increase) 
referendum because so many resi- 
dents urged us to take some action 
that would allow us to maintain ade- 
quate library services," Dahlin said. 


"Every resident knows about in- 


flation and it's not necessary to sell a 
referendum to the citizens or plan My 
particular strategy," Dahlin said. 


"We are asking for approval to 


raise our maximum tax rate from 15 
cents per $100 assessed valuation to a 
ceiling of 29 cents per $100. This does 
not mean we would immediately, on 
voter approval, hike the rate to 29 
cents." he said. 


"Although I cannot speak for the 


whole board, I believe the rate would 
only be increased a few pennies," 
Dahlin said. 


DAHLIN SAID residents of the city 


are keenly aware of the library's 
needs. "We are not asking for an'in- 
creased tax rate to expand services. 
We need the extra revenue just to 
maintain the present services. With- 
out more operating revenue, we will 
be forced to seriously curtail services 
now offered," Dahlin said. 


Dahlin said the library has not pur- 


chased new books since September 
except for annual publications to up- 
date reference materials. 


"We have been struggling along and 


cutting costs in those areas where we 
could and will still face a tough year 
eveniwith the referendum approval. It 
should take more than a year for 
things to get better," he added. 


The referendum is expected to cost 


the 
library 
approximately 
$1,250. 


Dahlin said the library would not real- 
ize any extra revenue from the in- 
creased tax rate until May 1977.

A new commuter railroad station 


will be built in downtown Arlington 
Heights by next fall.

L. A. Hanson, and should 
be completed by fall. 


Estimates of the station's, cost are . 


.$130,000 to $150,000, 'Haason said. 
Funding will be through a grant from ' 
the division .of public transportation of 
the Illinois Dept. of Transportation. . 


Rollins Coakley, Chicago and North

services, said the new station will be 
on the site of the present one. 


THE ARLINGTON HEIGHTS stop 


is the-busiest station on the" railway's 
commuter lines. It draws riders from 
Arlington Heights, Rolling Meadows, 
Buffalo Grove and Prospect Heights. 


The new station is part of a replace- 


ment and rehabilitation program the 
railway is undertaking with the de- 
partment of transportation grant. Sta- 
tions in Evanston, Lombard, Lake 
Bluff and Wheaton will benefit from 
the program, Coakley said. 
' The fate of ,the present station is 
still undetermined. Coakley said it is 
unknown whether it will,- be razed or 
moved to another location. 


THE PRESENT station would be

By the'end of Wednesday's sessions, 


Carter had Interrogated seven men 


and women "out of a bloc of 36 who 
had cleared preliminary hurdles. 


The judge gave tentative approval 


to four of'the seven and excused three 
others for reasons unknown since the 
press was locked out of the chamber 
adjoining th'e main courtroom: 


Carter was to proceed in the same 


fashion .Thursday. Questioning was 
taking such a lengthy time that it an- • 
peared doubtful whether 12 regular ju- 
rors and four alternates could be ap- 
proved earlier than Friday.. 


. Defense lawyer F. Lee Bailey, who 
successfully protested that reporters 


should be kept ojut until the final jury 
is sequestered, said the-court intended 
.to continue the remainder of the inter- 
rogation in private. 


The only persons present in the 


sealed courtroom were the 21-year-old 


• heiress, her parents and sister, Bail- 
ey's wife, defense and prosecution at- 
torneys and court personnel.

indicated that she was. questioned 
about whether Miss Hearst partici- 
pated in her own kidnaping, and she 
said she told the judge she had suspi-

Council on Aged seeks

The Palatine Township Council on 


the Aged is looking for a new site for 
its senior citizens' center in downtown 
Palatine. 


The lease on the current facility at 


248 S. Brockway St expires in April,

"We are looking for an area that is 


geographically accessible to the se- 
niors either in the same area or closer 
to downtown Palatine," said Louise 
Robertson, director of the senior citi- 
zens' center.

Mrs Robertson said a facility the 


same size as the present ranch-style 
home or larger is being sought. She 
said the senior citizens would like a 
larger facility so they could expand 
their programs, but nothing would be 
turned down. 


THE AVAILABILITY of parking 


and the cost of the lease are the other 
major considerations, Mrs. Robertson 
said The cost of the senior citizens' 
center is currently shared. The town- 
ship budgets $11,200 for the rent, 
maintenance, utilities and other costs 
and the village pays $7,050. However, 
Palatine officials have indicated the 
village will not continue funding the 
center after the current lease expires. 


The Palatine Township Council on 


the Aged had made a bid to lease the 
former Palatine Public Library, 149 
N Brockway St. This was turrted 
down in December when the library 
board voted to sell the old building 
instead of leasing it.

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Two women cops 'take it like a man9

| Women police may still be consid- 
ered a new experience in law enforce- 
ment but two Northwest suburban fe- 
male cops are gaining some of the 
seasoning of case-hardened veterans. 
'And at times, the learning process 
has not been pleasant. 
' "I've gotten punched already," said 
Kathy Byrne, remembering the time 
when she and some fellow officers 
were called to break up a fight. I saw 
slats," she said. 
7 BYRNE, 26, joined the department 
almost two years ago and has a degree 
in elementary education from Illinois 
State University. She is one of three 
women officers in the department. 


Cherl Laureys, a Mount Prospect 


policewoman for six months, said 
like Byrne, she has handled a lot of 
routine burglary and theft case re- 
ports and written a lot of tickets. 


But Laureys, 25 has had a few 


touchy moments in her brief career 
as well. 


One time she had to watch over a 


girt who was apparently on drugs and 
acting irrational. They were waiting 
for a private ambulance to arrive. 


"One minute she'd be swearing like 


a truck driver and the next, she'd be 
talking very nice to us," she said. 


"SHE SAID she was getting sick 


and I took her to the bathroom. Then 
she tried to close the door on me. So I 


had to take her, pull her back out of 
there and put her in a chair," she 
said. 


"I had to literally sit on her to keep 


her down," she said. "That was about 
the longest 45 minutes I'd spent in a 
long time." 


But despite' the rough moments, 


Laureys and Byrne enjoy their work 
as policewomen, saying it's a good 
deal more interesting and challenging 
than the secretarial jobs both left be- 
hind to become police officers. 


"The guys I work with are very 


helpful and they're willing to take the 
time to explain the things I don't un- 
derstand," said Byrne, who is mar- 
ried to an accounting student. 


LAUREYS SAID her male col- 


leagues seem to have accepted her. 
Once in the squad car, it makes no 
difference whether you're a man or 
woman, you're just another officer on 
the beat, she said. 


"You have a certain area to patrol 


and if someone needs assistance, and 
it's next to you, you get called to go 
in, It's the same thing for me if I need 
a backup (assistance), it's the car 
that's closest to me that comes in, 
whoever they may-be." 


Laureys and Byrne each said a 


drawback to a woman being a police 
officer is their small physical size 
which may make it difficult to subdue

an unruly suspect. 


"I've found that I've had to rely 


more on talking to people and sea if 
that would help, because I know I'm 
not going to be able to overcome a 
6-foot, 200-pound man — there's no 
way," Byrne said. "I've called for 
backups before and the guys don't 
feel I'm chicken, I'm just protecting 
myself." 


ON THE OTHER hand, Byrne said, 


it's sometimes easier for a woman to 
handle a volatile situation than a male 
officer. 


"On a couple of calls that I've been 


on, there's been two men ready to 
fight each other and when they saw a 
woman there they were apologizing 
for their actions. It completely turned 
the situation in reverse," she said. 


Laureys said she has gone on a 


number of husband-wife dispute calls 
that have been quelled faster because 
she was on the scene. 


"When you walk in and it's one man 


and one woman, I usually talk to the 
wife and the other officer will end up 
talking to the husband. 


"I would think she'd (the wife) feel 


she's more understood by another. 


woman than by another man," Lau- 
reys said. 


MOUNT PROSPECT Police Chief 


Ralph J. Downey said a man and 
woman police team that responds to a 
domestic disturbance is "an ideal sit- 
uation" for that reason. __ 


Doney said he's pleased with Lau- 


reys' performance so far and said 
women in police work is something 
that should have happened "years 
ago."

STEVEN LENET, director of plan- 


ning and zoning, said a title search 
will have to be made to find the own- 
er of the second boarded house at the 
corner of Wood and Bothwell streets. 


The two houses were singled out as 


being in critical condition in a survey 
of downtown buildings made by the 
village planning department. Village 
Mgr. Anton H. Harwig said the two 
were the only ones considered in bad 
enough shape to warrant demolition. 
Other buildings were judged in vari- 
ous stages from good to deteriorating. 


The village board authorized Har- 


wig to apply for funds from the coun- 
ty to demolish the buildings if the 
owners refuse to do so on their own. 
Harwig said the village has never 
pressed to have the buildings torn 
down because it never had money to 
do the work on its own If the owners 
refused. 


The village ordered the vacant 


buildings boarded three years ago 
when they were Judged hazardous. 


Harwig said he did not know how 


much It would cost to demolish the 
buildings but he estimated the price 
at less than $5,000.

the structures, Harwig said. If they 
refuse, the village will do the work 
and place a lien on the property. The 
lien would provide that the demoli-.

Updated study 
on ice rink buy 
due in 4 weeks 


An updated feasibility study on the 


costs of operating the Arlington Ice 
Spectrum could be ready to present to 
the Palatine Park District Board 
within four weeks. 


Park Director Fred Hall said if 


owners of the Spectrum, Carl Davis 
and James B. Grant, are available 
within the next few weeks, he could 
conceivably have a report ready for 
the board's consideration by the end 
of February. 


The board Tuesday authorized Hall 


to update the April 1975 study in re- 
sponse to petitions signed by more 
than 2,700 residents urging the park 
district to sponsor a second referen- 
dum on purchasing the facility. 


THE APRIL STUDY was prepared 


in connection with the park district's 
referendum last June which asked 
voters to approve the sale of $695,000 
in general obligation bonds to finance 
the purchase of the Spectrum. The 
referendum was defeated by a 2-1 
margin. 


Hall said the study could be updated 


relatively quickly because a proposed 
budget for operating' the arena was 
prepared for the first referendum.

Press barred from Patty jury selection 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Acting 


at the request of the defense, a feder- 
al judge Wednesday barred the press 
and questioned prospective Jurors at 
the Patricia Hearst trial in a sealed 
courtroom. 


U.S. District Judge Oliver J. Carter 


ruled that reporters should be ex- 
cluded white he asks possible jurors' 
about any personal bias they might 
have concerning the bizarre kidnap- 
bank robbery cue that could prevent 
them from serving impartially. 


By the end of Wednesday's sessions, 


Carter had interrogated seven men 


and women out of a bloc of 36 who 
had cleared preliminary hurdles. 


The judge gave tentative approval 


to four of the seven and excused three 
others for reasons unknown, since the 
press was locked out of the chamber 
adjoining the main courtroom. 


Carter was to proceed in the same 


fashion Thursday. Questioning was 
taking such a,lengthy time that it ap- 
peared doubtful whether 12 regular ju- 
rors and four alternates could be ap- 
proved earlier than Friday. 


Defense lawyer F. Lea Bailey, who 


successfully protested that reporters 


should be kept out until the final jury 
is sequestered, said the court intended 
to continue the remainder of the inter- 
rogation in private. 


The only persons present in the 


sealed courtroom were'the 21-year-old 
heiress, her parents and sister, Bail- 
ey's wife, defense and prosecution at- 
torneys and court personnel. 


One of those panel members dis- 


missed, Mrs. Wilma F. Brookhauser, 
indicated that she was questioned 
about whether Miss Hearst partici- 
pated in her own kidnaping, and she 
said she told the judge she had suspi- 


cions that the defendant either helped 
plan it or had advance .knowledge of 
it. ' 


She also said she felt she was prob- 


ably prejudiced against Miss Hearst 
after seeing photographs of her stand- 
ing with a gun in the lobby of the 
bank she is accused of robbing. 


"Reflecting about it, I thought what 


a shame — such a pretty girl and 
such an opportunity she had," Mrs. 
Brookhauser said. 


It was a motion by Bailey that led 


Carter to reverse his plans to permit 


reporters to move into the second 
courtroom. 


Bailey argued that it was unwise to 


have the questions and replies of the 
jurors printed and broadcast before 
the final panel is sequestered for the 
trial, expected now to last five weeks 
on more. 


Outside the courtroom, Bailey said: 


"It doesn't make much sense to ques- 
tin them in private if you guys are 
telling them what they aren't sup- 
posed to hear."

A new commuter railroad station 


will be built in downtown Arlington 
Heights by next fall. 


Construction of the new station is 


expected to begin in June, said Vil- 
lage Mgr. L. A. Hanson, and should 
be completed by fall. 


Estimates of the station's cost are 


$130,000 to $150,000, Hanson said. 


Funding will be through a grant from 
the division of public transportation of 
the Illinois Dept. of Transportation. 


Rollins CoakJey, Chicago and North 


Western Ry. manager of commuter 
services, said the new station will be 
on the site of the present one. 


THE ARLINGTON HEIGHTS stop 


is the busiest station on the railway's 
commuter lines.

Site, building last hurdle 
for boys' club in village 


Plans for a proposed Boys' Club in 


Buffalo Grove are moving toward 
completion and the club will begin op- 
eration as soon as a suitable building 
is located.

the group, said the Countryside Boys' 
Club has applied for corporation stat- 
us and is now looking for a building 
and land. 


The proposed club will serve young- 


sters ages 8 to 18 in Prairie View, 
Long Grove. Palatine, Wheeling and 
Arlington Heights as well as Buffalo 
Grove, Mrs. Sheldon said. 


THE BOARD OF directors is con- 


sidering several sites for a clubhouse, 
and although no date has been set for 
final lease agreements, the organiza- 
tion hopes to have a building "as soon 
as possible," Mrs. Sheldon said. 


The club ran into a legal snag last 


month when village officials told 
members a nonprofit organization 
may not rent village land until it is 
declared unprofitable to the village. 


The club had asked for a 20-year 


lease on a 9.5-acre parcel at The 
Crossing development, located near 
111. Rtes. 83 and S3. 


The club building must be available 


on a full-time, year-round bests, 
which eliminates many smaller build- 
ings proposed by the Buffalo Grove 
Park District, said Stan Crosland, a 
park district commissioner. 


PLANS FOR THE club, call for 


hiring a full-time professional di- 
rector to coordinate programs and of- 
fer counseling, Mrs. Sheldon said, 
wick; and Allan Shaffer. 


Funding will come from individuals 


and civic organizations. A letter ask- 
ing for donations has been sent to lo- 
cal organizations, parent-teacher or- 
ganizations and student councils, Mrs.

kids to go after school and on week- 
ends," Mrs. Sheldon said. "We want- 
ed to enhance the park district pro- 
gram and provide a place the kids 
could call their own." 


Tentative hours for the club will be 


from 3 to 9 p.m. weekdays and all day 
on weekends, Mrs. Sheldon said. 
Membership will be $2 or $3 a year 
for each child, she said. 


The organization needs individuals 


to serve both as members at large 
and members of the board of direc- 
tors, Mrs. Sheldon said. Recent ap- 
pointements to the organization in- 
clude Ray Leoni, funding; Ron War- 
wick; and Allan Shaffer. 
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Arlington Heights, Rolling Meadows, 
Buffalo Grove and Prospect Heights. 


The new station is part of a replace- 


ment and rehabilitation program the 
railway is undertaking with the de- 
partment of transportation grant. Sta- 
tions in Evanston, Lombard, Lake 
Bluff and Wheaton will benefit from 
the program, Coakley said. 


The fate of the present station is 


still undetermined. Coakley said it is 
unknown whether it will be razed or 
moved to another location. 


THE PRESENT station would be 


removed, at least partially, before 
construction of the new facility could 
begin, Coakley said. He said part of the 
present building might be retained as 
a shelter until the new station is. com- 
pleted. 


No architect for the station has 


been selected, but Hanson said he 
would not favor a building like the sta- 
tion at Arlington Park Race Track. 


"Because it is in the heart of the 


community, I wouldn't want to see a 
rectangular, flat-roof building. It 
should reflect the town, something 
along colonial lines," Hanson said. 


He said the new station should 


blend in with the central business dis- 
trict, especially with plans now being 
discussed to improve and beautify the 
downtown area. 


ONE PLAN under consideration 


calls for construction of a shopping 
mall on Campbell and Davis streets 
near the station. 


Coakley said discussions between 


the railway and the village also will 
include the proposed railroad under- 
pass at Arlington Heights Road and 
Northwest Highway. 


The village hopes to let contracts 


for the underpass by next spring. The 
project, which still must face public 
hearings, would be funded with feder- 
al, state and local money. 


THE UNDERPASS, if approved, 


would take about three years to com- 
plete and would cost about $11 mil- 
lion, according to Joe Kesler, village 
planner. Kesler said it would involve 
the laying of temporary tracks to the 
south of the present lines until the 
work is completed. 


Although there have been dis- 


cussions for several years about re- 
placing the Arlington Heights station, 
the plan received a boost a year ago 
as part of Gov. Daniel Walker's accel- 
erated building program, designed to 
create jobs. The state work program, 
because it is not federally funded, 
does not have to face lengthy federal 
hearings and bureaucratic red tape, 
state officials said when the project 
first was announced.

2 lady cops 
learn to 'take 
it like a man* 


by JOHN MAES 


Women police may still be consid- 


ered a new experience in law enforce* 
ment but two Northwest suburban fe- 
male cops are gaining some of the 
seasoning of case-hardened veterans. 


And at times, the learning process 


has not been pleasant. 


"I've gotten punched already," said 


Kathy Byrne, remembering the time 
when she and some fellow officers 
were called to break up a fight. I saw 
stars." she said. 


BYRNE. 26, joined the department 


almost two years ago and has a degree 
in elementary education from Illinois 
State University. She is one of three 
women officers in the department. 


Cherl Laureys, a Mount Prospect 


policewoman for six months, said 
like Byrne, she has handled a lot of 
routine burglary and theft case re- 
ports and written a lot of tickets. 


But Laureys. 25 has had a few 


touchy moments in her brief career 
as well. 


One time she had to watch over a 


girl who was apparently on drugs and 
acting irrational. They were waiting 
for a private ambulance to arrive. 
' "One minute she'd be swearing like 
a truck driver and the next, she'd be 
talking very nice to us," she said. 


"SHE SAID she was getting sick 


and I took her to the bathroom. Then 
she tried to close the door on me. So I 
had to take her, pull her back out of 
there and put her in a chair," she 
said. 


"I had to literally sit on her to keep 


her down." she said. "That was about 
the longest 45 minutes I'd spent in a 
long time." 


But despite the rough moments, 


Laureys and Byrne enjoy their work 
as policewomen, saying It's a good 
deal more interesting and challenging 
than the secretarial jobs both left be- 
hind to become police officers. 


"The guys I work with are very 


helpful and they're willing to take the 
time to explain the things I don't un- 
derstand." said Byrne, who is mar- 
ried to an accounting student. 


LAt'REYS SAID her male col- 


leagues seem to have accepted her. 
Once in the squad car. it makes no 
difference whether you're a man or 
woman, you're just another officer on 
the beat, she said. 


"You have a certain area to patrol 


and if someone needs assistance, and 
it's next to you, you get called to go 
in. It's the same thing for me if I need 
a backup (assistance), it's the car 
that's closest to me that comes in, 
whoever they may be." 


Latireys and Byrne each said a 


drawback to a woman being a police 
officer is their small physical size

Mount Prospect Police Chief Ralph 


J. Doney has ordered a crackdown on 
village residents who park vehicles on 
local streets during snowfalls of two 
inches or more. 


The order means residents who 


park on the street during such storms 
will have their vehicles towed and im- 
pounded by authorities. 
Residents 


would then have to pay a $15 towing 
fee along with a $5 fine. 


Village ordinance prohibits on-street 


parking within 24 hours after a snow- 
fall of two inches or more, but Doney 
said many residents have not been 
complying with the code. 


"PEOPLE ARE JUST not adhering 


to t h e ordinance," Doney said 
Wednesday. In previous snowstorms, 
village crews have been hampered in 
their efforts to plow streets because of 
the numbers of parked vehicles. 


Emergency vehicles can be slowed 


down if streets are not properly 
plowed, he said. 


Doney said the biggest problem has 


occurred near the downtown section 
of the village, where commuters' park 
their cars all day on village streets. 


Doney said specially-detailed police 


will follow village plows to enforce the 


ordinance next time :it snows in ex- 
cess of two inches. 


POLICE 
ALSO 
will discontinue 


waiving the ordinance for residents 
who request special permission to 
park on the street if two inches or 
more of snow is forecast. 


Doney also said police will begin 


cracking down on local businesses 
.who push snow off their property onto 
village streets, also against local ordi- 
nance. 


In the past, pushing snow from pri- 


vate lots into streets has impeded 
traffic flow through the village during 
snowstorms, he said. 


A 12-year-old boy pleaded guilty to 


a burglary charge Wednesday in con- 
nection with a $25,000 vandalism spree 
last month at Gregory School in 
Mount Prospect. 


The youth entered his plea during 


an appearance in the Niles branch of 
Juvenile Court and was scheduled to 
return for sentencing March 17. 


Two other youths, ages 13 and 14, 


are facing similar .charges in con- 
nection with the Gregory School van- 
dalism. The pair also is charged for 
damage made at Dunton School, 1200 
S.Dunton Ave., Arlington Heights. 


Officials have estimated total dam- 


age at the two schools was nearly 
$100,000. 


The two older youths, also in court 


Wednesday, did not enter pleas and 
had their cases continued until March 
3. 


The three youngsters were arrested 


Dec. 29 after Mount Prospect and Ar- 
lington Heights police traced their 
identities through information sup- 
plied by students at Gregory and Dun- 
ton schools. 


In the attacks, windows and desks 


were smashed, while office equipment, 
bookcases and other furniture were 
damaged. 


Major clean up operations by school 


officials, parents and students were 
required after the attacks. 


City vote would bring 
services, not more taxes

Prospect Heights residents can ex- 


pect a government designed to get the 
new city on its feet without any addi- 
tional taxation if Saturday's in- 
corporation referendum is approved. 


The city government will assume 


zoning control and provide basic ser- 
vices such as police protection and 
street maintenance with tax funds 
currently collected by the county for 
the same kinds of services. 


The $538,685 first-year budget is 


small but is designed to gain broad 
community support by setting up the 
machinery of government for the 
same price charged by the county. 


THE PRIMARY difference will be. 


that an elected city council of Pros- 
pect Heights residents will make the 
decision on how and where the money 
is spent. That privilege now belongs 
to the county board. Incorporation 
will allow residents to solve their own 
problems as they see fit. 


However, the city government, 


which proposes no new or additional 
taxes, may not be possible 
in- 


definitely. As new and improved ser- 
vices are demanded by the residents, 
additional revenues will have to be 
generated to cover the cost. 


Although a municipal property tax 


will not initially be levied by the city, 
residents should realize that this* and 
other taxes could be imposed in the 


future to cover the spiraling costs that 
all municipalities have experienced. 


Officials for the Prospect Heights 


Improvement Assn., the group that is 
backing incorporation, agree that the 
first-year budget will not offer much 
in the way of new services, and that 
future taxation will be a matter for 
the city council and residents to de- 
cide. 


BUT, ENOUGH tax revenues are 


currently being generated to support 
the new city if Prospect Heights resi- 
dents vote in favor of incorporation 
Saturday. 


The city's projected $605,505 tax in- 


come will begin tunneling into Pros- 
pect Heights about three months after 
city officials are elected and pass the 
necessary ordinances to receive the 
funds. 


The city, although mainly a bed- 


room community, will have a com- 
mercial tax base of about 220 busi- 
nesses located at the Willow Park 
Shopping Center, Palatine and Mil- 
waukee roads; the Ascot Shopping 
Center, Camp McDonald and Wolf 
roads; a shopping center at Camp 
McDonald and Elmhurst roads; and 
other businesses located on Palatine 
and Rand roads. 


State and county officials have veri- 


fied the PHIA's estimated sources of 
income for the first year which in- 
clude: $150;000 in municipal retail

Press barred from Patty jury selection

SAN FRANCISCO (UPD - Acting 


at the request of the defense, a feder- 
al judge Wednesday barred the press 
and questioned prospective jurors at 
the Patricia Hearst trial in a sealed 
courtroom. 


U.S. District Judge Oliver J. Carter 


ruled that reporters should be ex- 
cluded while he asks possible jurors 
about any personal bias they might 
have concerning the bizarre kidnap- 
bank robbery case that could prevent 
them from serving impartially. 


By the end of Wednesday's sessions, 


Carter had interrogated seven men 


and women out of a bloc of 36 who 
had cleared preliminary hurdles. 


The judge gave tentative approval 


to four of the seven and excused three 
others fpr reasons unknown since the 
press was locked out of the chamber 
adjoining the main courtroom. 


Carter was to proceed in the same 


fashion Thursday. Questioning was 
taking such a lengthy time that it ap- 
peared doubtful, whether 12 regular ju- 
rors and four alternates could be ap- 
proved earlier than Friday. 


Defense lawyer F. Lee Bailey, who 


successfully protested that reporters 


should be kept out Until the final jury 
is sequestered; "said the court intended 
to continue the remainder of the. inter- 
rogation in private. 
. 


The only persons present, in the 


sealed courtroom were the 2L-.year-old 
heiress, her parents and sister, Bail- 
ey's wife, defense and prosecution at- 
torneys and court personnel. 


One of those panel members dis- 


missed, Mrs. WHma F. Brookhauser, 
indicated 'that vshe was questioned 
about whether Miss Hearst partici- 
pated in her own-kidnaping, and she 
said she told the judge she had suspi- 


cions that the defendant .either helped 
plan it or had advance Knowledge of 
i t .

She also'said she felt she was'prob- 


ably prejudiced against Miss .Hearst' 
after, seeing photographs of her stand- 
ing with a gun' in the lobby; of the 
bank she is accused of robbing.

sates tax; $122,000 in personal income 
tax rebates; $47,840 in federal revenue 
sharing funds if the program contin- 
ues; $136,500 in motor fuel tax funds; 
$14,695 in road and bridge funds; and 
$84,770 from city vehicle stickers. 


ADMINISTRATION COSTS will to- 


tal about $105,100 the first year, in- 
cluding rented municipal offices. A 
city manager, who will oversee daily 
operations, will be hired full-time for 
$18,000 a year. A clerk-treasurer, who 
will handle the city's finances, will 
also be hired full-time for $10,000 a 
year and a secretary will be hired for 
$7,500 annually, according to the 
PHIA's proposed budget. 


The city will also retain an attorney 


and an engineer, for a combined 
$30.000 yearly salary, as their services 
are needed. 


Much of the remaining govern- 


mental work will likely be done by the 
same kind of volunteers who have or- 
ganized the incorporation referendum. 
The eight city aldermen and the may- 
or, who will be elected within three 
months after the referendum, will 
serve without pay .during their first 
term according to state statutes. 


The most dynamic change that in- 


corporation will bring to Prospect 
Heights residents is improved police 
protection. 


THE CITY WILL contract for 10 


full-time policemen, squad cars, com- 
munication, dispatching and backup 
services the first year from the Cook 
County Sheriff's Police for about 
$220,000. Edmund F. Dobbs, chief of 
the Sheriff's Police, has confirmed 
that the agreement can be worked out 
with the city. 


The contract will provide four times 


the police protection that Prospect 
Heights residents currently receive 
from two Sheriff's policemen who 10. 
trol about 6.5-square miles of unin- 
corporated area that includes Pros- 
pect Heights. 


Residents will continue to receive 


the same level of road maintenance 
from the Wheeling Township Highway 
Dept. for an annual cost of $213,585 


Arthur Olsen, township road com- 


missioner, has qualified the contract, 
saying that it will not include special 
road repairs such as bridge projects. 


The Prospect Heights park, library, 


rural fire and school districts will 
maintain their current boundaries and 
taxing autonomy after incorporation. 
The districts would benefit from im- 
proved police services and protection 
of their boundaries from the threat of 
continued annexation if incorporation 
passes.

which may make it difficult to subdue 
an unruly suspect. 


"I've found that I've had to rely 


more on talking to people and see if 
that would help, because I know I'm 
not going to be able to overcome a 
6-foot, 200-pound man — there's no 
way," Byrne said. "I've called for 
backups before and the guys don't 
feel I'm chicken, I'm just protecting 
myself." 


ON THE OTHER hand, Byrne said, 


it's sometimes easier for a woman to 
handle a volatile situation than a male 
officer. 


"On a couple of calls that I've been 


on, there's been two men ready to 
fight each other and when they saw a 
woman there they were apologizing 
for their actions. It completely turned 
the situation in reverse," she said. 


Laureys said she has gone on a 


number of husband-wife dispute calls 
that have been quelled faster because 
she was on the scene. 


"When you walk in and it's one man 


and one woman, I usually talk to the 
wife and the other officer will end up 
talking to the husband. 


"I would think she'd (the wife) feel 


she's more understood by another 
woman than by another man," Lau- 
reys said. 


MOUNT PROSPECT Police Chief 


Ralph J. Downey said a man and 
woman police team that responds to a 
domestic disturbance is "an ideal sit- 
uation" for that reason. 


Doney said he's pleased with Lau- 


reys' performance so far and said 
women in police work is something 
that should have happened "years 
ago." 


"In the hiring practices of the fu- 


ture. I'd be happy to have them as 
police officers," if they're qualified, 
Doney said. 


Mount Prospect has had a woman, 


Joan Forton, working as a juvnile of- 
ficer for several years, but Laureys is 
the only woman in patrol ranks.

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Swami urges thoughtful 
life of meditation anytime

Swami Rama is a gentle, soft-spo- 


ken man of 50 who speaks with the 
wisdom of one much older, yet has 
the unblemished features of a youth. 


The white fabric wrap he wears, the 


deep color of his skin and the con- 
troled and almost floating movements 
he makes contribute to the mystique 
that surrounds him. 


Me is like a creation of the German 


author, Merman Hesse, who probed 
the spiritual mysteries of the eastern 
culture in his novel, "Siddhartha." 


MIS LIFE IS one of teaching and 


practicing Hatha yoga and medita- 
tion. His mission is to persuade the 
hustling American society to slow 
down for a few minutes each day and 
examine itself from the inside out. 


The Indian-born swami visited one 


of his yoga centers in Mount Prospect 
this week to lecture on his meditation 
"in action" — the idea that man can 
meditate anywhere he wants. 


The Lotus Yoga Center, 34 S. Main 


St., is'one of 92 centers that Swami 
Rama has established throughout the 
world during the past 13 years. 


There are an estimated 1.5 million

which he founded in 1963. That was 
after he had finished using all of Eu- 
rope and the eastern world as his 
classroom for studying world reli- 
gions, languages and philosophy. 


SWAMI RAMA writes books about 


his teachings and travels much of the 
world to lecture. He's convinced that 
Americans are most • in need "of 
bringing the body, mind, and all of 
life's conflicts into balance," he-said. 


"American people are very emo- 


tionally powerful people, but they 
don't know how to organize their emo- 
tions. Inner reflection and self-enlight- 
ment is not a natural part of your cul- 
ture," he said. 


However, self-improvement through 


meditation has always been part of 
the swami's native land. By using the 
eastern techniques of probing the sub- 
conscious mind and employing the ad- 
vanced medical technology of the 
west, he is trying to bring the best of 
both worlds together. 


He has conducted biofeedback ex- 


periments with doctors of the Men- 
ninger Foundation, Kan., in an effort 
to electronically tap the brain, and 
learn about the capacities of the mind 
at different levels of consciousness. 


"WE MONITOR the temperature, 


the heart rate, the brain patterns, the 
nervous tensions; all of the reactions 
that occur when man attains a higher 
level of consciousness through medi- 
tion," he said. "We have learned, 
above all, that man is unaware of his 
own internal capacities and that he 
has a far greater mental potential 
than he realizes." 


"It's the way of proving that the 


power of the human mind, which we 
often consider mystic, can be scien- 
tifically proven," he said. 


When preschoolers, housewives, 


business executives and senior citizens 
enroll in the yoga meditation courses, 
they do not expect to dive head-on 
' into a deep study of the mind. 


"They come because they want to 


learn how to relax. Some want to lose 
weight. Some have anxieties and want 
to clear their head. We have started 
working now with people who have 
serious psychosomatic diseases, alco- 
holism or drug dependence," Swami 
Rama said. His work now involves ex- 
periments at the Forest Hospital, Des 


Plaines and other local mental health 
centers. 


THE YOGA positions are not easily 


learned and demand not only the 
weekly lessons, but the discipline of 
constant practice. The comfort of si- 
lent meditation comes with the ease 
in physical movement that one gets 
from practicing yoga, he said. 


If the interest is deep enough, some 


students advance and become dis- 
ciples of the Swami at the Glenview 
institute, where they .teach, live and 
study. 


Why Glenview, the heart of the mid- 


western cornbelt, for the headquar- 
ters of a nondenominational cult that 
is constantly-reaching for the ultimate 
subconscious height? 


"Glenview is-a good place for my 


work. Chicago is a place of many 
people who need to take the time to 
look at themselves," he said. 


BUT, CHICAGO is still not "home" 


for Swami Rama, who was born in the 
Himalayan mountains of India and 
raised, as an orphan, by teachers 
there. He "renounced" the spiritual 
cult of his homeland "to teach nonre- 
ligious enlightenment to people all 
over the world," the Swami said. 


"All organized religions of the world 


have limitations. They don't show 
people the way to look within them- 
selves, to know themselves and their 
fellow man better," he said. 


"Man is selfish and forgets the pur- 


pose of his life as he grows older," 
Swami Rama said, and added that 
about 15 minutes of yoga-meditation 
every morning and night can help 
that. 


President Ford could use it and Kis- 


singer could use it; the whole hyper- 
tensive world could use it, the Swami 
said, "and it's here for the asking."

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Political icrapup 
Legislators urged 
to cut state budget 


State Sen. John Nlmrod, R-Glenview, called Wednesday for a 


special session of the Illinois General Assembly to make the un- 
precedented move of cutting the current state budget. 


Nimrod said he is convinced the action is necessary because of 


the state's worsening financial problems. Some officials believe the 
state could finish the current fiscal year on June 30 with a deficit of 
$100 million — the first deficit in state history. 


Nimrod, who is also a candidate seeking the Republican nomi- 


nation in the 10th Congressinal District, said he has assigned an 
aide to determine where the budget cuts should be made. 


"THE CUTS MUST BE made and they must be made now," 


Nlmrod said. He agreed the move would probably mean some 
short-term layoffs for state workers, but added most of the cuts 
could come from equipment purchases and capitol improvement 
programs. 


Nimrod said recent testimony before the Senate Fiscal Com- 


mittee revealed the size of the deficit. 


Walker administration officials have refused to concede there will 


be a deficit, but have admitted that while the state will end the 
fiscal year with a cash balance of $110 million, the lapse period 
spending will amount to over $200 million. Lapse period spending is 
an accounting mechanism used by the state for a 90-day period at 
the end of a fiscal year to clear bills incurred during that year. 
Some state officials say by subtracting the cash balance from the 
lapse spending estimate, the state's anticipated, deficit can be cal- 
culated. 


Nlmrod said unless the present state spending is cut revenue 


received during fiscal 1977 will have to be used to pay fiscal 1976 
bills. 


He said he has not asked for the General Assembly to convene at 


a specific time. The lawmakers are not scheduled to return to 
Springfield until March 3 to receive Walker's fiscal 1977 budget 
message. They are not expected to return for any lengthy sessions 
until after the March 16 primary.
